In what comes as the second 
wave of the government’s ef¬ 
forts to revive the economy. 
Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday an¬ 
nounced a slew of banking 
reform measures, including 
merger of 10 public sector 
banks into four entities. This 
would take the number of 
banks in the country from 27 
in 2017 to 12, Ms. Sitharaman 
said. 

These bank mergers, and 
the ones already carried out, 
will lead to the creation of 
big banks with an enhanced 
capacity to give credit, she 
said. These big banks, she 
said, would also be able to 
compete globally and in¬ 
crease their operational effi¬ 
ciency by reducing their cost 
of lending. 

“We have chosen these 
banks for the mergers on the 
basis of ensuring that there is 
no disruption in the banking 


services, and that the banks 
should benefit from in¬ 
creased CASA [current ac¬ 
count savings account] and 
greater reach,” Ms. Sithara¬ 
man said. “The banks that 
are being merged with each 
other run the same or very 
similar platforms, and so 
there will be no disruption in 
their activities.” 

The largest of the mergers 
announced is that of Punjab 
National Bank with Oriental 


Bank of Commerce and Unit¬ 
ed Bank. The amalgamated 
entity - to be called Punjab 
National Bank - will become 
the second-largest public 
sector bank in India, after 
the State Bank of India. It will 
also become the second-lar¬ 
gest bank in India in terms of 
its branch network, with a 
combined total of 11,437 
branches. 

The second merger an¬ 
nounced was that of Canara 


Bank and Syndicate Bank, 
which would render the 
merged entity the fourth-lar- 
gest public sector bank. The 
merger also has the potential 
to lead to large cost reduc¬ 
tions due to network over¬ 
laps, Ms. Sitharaman said, 
adding that the similar busi¬ 
ness cultures of the two 
banks would also facilitate a 
smooth transition. 

The third merger is of Un¬ 
ion Bank of India with And-

He was asked about ties to Yasin Malik

Senior cardiologist Upendra 
Kaul was summoned on Fri¬ 
day by the National Investi¬ 
gation Agency (NIA) as a wit¬ 
ness in the 2017 terror 
funding case, a senior offi¬ 
cial told The Hindu. 

Dr. Kaul, chairman of Ba- 
tra Hospital in south Delhi, 
was asked to appear at 10.30 
a.m. He told The Hindu that 
he was questioned for over 
half-an-hour and asked 
about his SMS exchange 
with one of his patients, 
Kashmir separatist leader 
Yasin Malik, now lodged in 
Tihar Jail. 


Dr. Kaul said, “I was 
asked about a message 
which said INR 2.78. I ex¬ 
plained that INR stood for a 
medical term and not In¬ 
dian National Rupees 2.78 
million, etc. I explained that 
Yasin Malik is just another 
patient of mine... Here I 
would like to add that it is 
not like Malik is my child¬ 
hood friend. In fact, in 1996, 
it was the Government of In¬ 
dia which brought him in for 
treatment for heart ailment 
and like any other patient 
he needs follow-up, which I 
have been doing here or so¬ 
metimes in Kashmir...”

India’s gross domestic pro¬ 
duct (GDP) growth rate 
slowed to a six-year low of 
5% in the first quarter of the 
2019-20 financial year, the 
government announced on 
Friday, led by a dramatic 
slowdown in the manufac¬ 
turing sector. 

The last time the GDP 
grew slower was in the 
fourth quarter (January to 
March) of the financial year 
2012-13, according to data 
with the Ministry of Statis¬ 
tics. It grew at 8% in the first 
quarter of last year. The 
growth of Gross Value Ad¬ 
ded (GVA) stood at 4.9% in 
the first quarter of the finan¬ 
cial year 2019-20, also the 
slowest in six years. 

‘Global headwinds’ 

“The quarterly GDP esti¬ 
mates show that India’s GDP 
growth, while high, has 
shown some slowdown,” 
Chief Economic Adviser 
Krishnamurthy Subrama- 
nian told reporters. “This is 
due to both endogenous 
and exogenous factors. The 
impact comes, especially, 
from global headwinds due 
to the deceleration in deve¬ 
loped economies, the Sino- 
American trade conflict, 
etc.” 


The data show that the 
manufacturing sector grew 
at an anaemic two-year low 
of 0.6% in the first quarter 
of2019-20, down from 12.1% 
in the same quarter of the 
previous year. The agricul¬ 
ture sector also saw a dra¬ 
matic slowdown in growth 
to 2% from 5.1% over the 
same period. 

The plight of the real es¬ 
tate sector was also high¬ 
lighted by the slowdown in 
its growth rate to 5.7% in the 
first quarter of this financial 
year, compared with 9.6% in 
the same quarter of 2018-19. 

Mr. Subramanian, howev¬ 
er, highlighted the robust 
growth in the electricity and 
power generation sector, of 
8.6% in the quarter under 
consideration compared 
with 6.7% in the same quar¬ 
ter of the previous year. 
“Electricity and power gen¬ 
eration, which is a leading 
indicator across the world, 
grew by 8.6%, a good sign of 
green shoots towards higher 
growth,” he said. 

“As the Economic Survey 
2019 shows, investment is a 
critical driver of the econo¬ 
my with consumption being 
a key force multiplier,” Mr. 
Subramanian said.

West Bengal passes Bill to

Five years, four deferred 
deadlines and £,220 crore 
later, the outcome of one of 
India’s largest headcount ex¬ 
ercises - the Supreme Court- 
monitored National Register 
of Citizens (NRC) of Assam - 
is scheduled to be published 
on Saturday. The final list of 
citizens will be uploaded on 
the NRC website around 10 
a.m. An official statement 
with the data will also be is¬ 
sued around the same time. 

The State has been an¬ 
xiously awaiting the final 
NRC that is envisaged to 
quantify the number of ille¬ 
gal immigrants. The anxiety 
surrounds the number of pe¬ 
ople likely to be excluded 


from the 3.29 crore appli¬ 
cants. More than 41 lakh peo¬ 
ple were excluded from the 
draft NRC in two phases, of 
whom 3.61 lakh did not re¬ 
apply for inclusion. 

The unease is more 


among people of Bengali ori¬ 
gin. While international or¬ 
ganisations and rights 
groups have panned the go¬ 
vernment for targeting mi¬ 
grant Muslims, Home De¬ 
partment officials said the 


exclusion list could have 
more Hindus. 

‘Propaganda’ 

Chief Minister Sarbananda 
Sonowal said certain forces 
were carrying out propagan¬ 
da. “The exercise under the 
supervision of the Supreme 
Court will soon reach a con¬ 
clusion, and I am sure eve¬ 
rything will be peaceful. I 
want to assure those who 
will be left out that they 
should not worry. The go¬ 
vernment will provide help 
[to file appeals], and if there 
is any issue, they can get in 
touch through the district 
administration,” he said.

The West Bengal Legislative 
Assembly on Friday passed a 
Bill to prevent and punish in¬ 
cidents of mob assaults and 
lynching. The West Bengal 
(Prevention of Lynching) Bill, 
2019, was tabled, discussed 
and passed in the House dur¬ 
ing the day with legislators of 
the Left parties and the Con¬ 
gress joining the members of 
Treasury benches in support¬ 
ing it. 

Describing lynching as “so¬ 
cial malice”, Chief Minister 
Mamata Banerjee appealed to 
the Centre and other State go¬ 


vernments to bring similar le¬ 
gislations. “The Central go¬ 
vernment should have 
brought a law against it [mob 
lynching]. But they are yet to 
do so. So we are bringing this 
law in our State to fight 
against this social evil,” the 
Chief Minister said. 

The legislation also states 
that “nodal officers” will be 
appointed who shall “moni¬ 
tor and coordinate preven¬ 
tion of lynching”. It proposes 
a jail term from three years to 
life for those involved in as¬ 
saulting and injuring a per¬ 
son. In the event of the vic¬ 
tim’s death, the perpetrators 


can be punished with death 
sentence or rigorous life im¬ 
prisonment. The Bill, while 
defining terms like “lynch¬ 
ing” and “mob”, also says 
that a West Bengal Lynching 
Compensation Scheme may 
be framed under this legisla¬ 
tion. Congress MLA and 
Leader of the Opposition Ab¬ 
dul Mannan termed the Bill 
“revolutionary”. 

Representing the BJP, par¬ 
ty MLA Swadhin Sarkar said: 
“We fear this law will be used 
to target the Opposition par¬ 
ties. Even normal political 
clashes will be termed lynch¬ 
ing using this law.”

The Supreme Court on Friday 
agreed to the wishes of a wo¬ 
man law student, who had 
disappeared after levelling 
charges of sexual harassment 
against ex-BJP MP Swami 
Chinmayanand only to be 
traced in Rajasthan, to stay 
back in Delhi. 

After a closed-door session 
with the woman, Justices R. 
Banumathi and A.S. Bopanna 
also directed the Delhi police 
to safely bring her parents too 
to Delhi from their native 
Shahjahanpur in Uttar 
Pradesh. 

The court asked the Regis¬ 


trar to keep the woman and 
her parents incommunicado 
till the court takes up the mat¬ 
ter again on Monday. 

The court had suo motu ta¬ 
ken up a letter from a group 
of women Supreme Court la¬ 
wyers anxious about the safe¬ 
ty of the woman. They had 
sought her production before 
the apex court. 

On Monday, the Uttar Pra¬ 
desh government counsel in¬ 
formed the Bench that the 
woman had been found in Ra¬ 
jasthan and was being taken 
to Shahjahanpur. The lawyer 
said the police convoy bring¬ 
ing the woman had already 
reached Fatehpur Silcri.

But the Bench insisted that 
the woman be produced be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court dur¬ 
ing the course of the day. 

The government counsel, 
after consulting with the State 
police officers, returned to 
the Bench, saying the woman 


could be brought here in un¬ 
der three hours. 

Justice Banumathi said the 
Bench would wait for the wo¬ 
man to reach the court in or¬ 
der to interact with her in¬ 
camera. The interaction hap¬ 
pened late in the evening. 

The Shahjahanpur police 
had on Tuesday lodged an 
FIR against Mr. Chinmaya¬ 
nand after the student went 
missing following her allega¬ 
tion in a video clip that he had 
been harassing her. The wo¬ 
man also spoke about threats 
to her and her family’s life in 
the video clip. 

Her father had filed a com¬ 
plaint with the police, accus¬ 


ing Mr. Chinmayanand of sex¬ 
ually harassing his daughter, 
a charge refuted by the BJP 
leader’s lawyer, who claimed 
it was a “conspiracy” to black¬ 
mail him. 

The woman’s father had al¬ 
leged that she went missing at 
the behest of the 72-year-old 
BJP leader, who heads the 
Mumukshu ashram. She is a 
postgraduate student in one 
of the colleges run by the 
ashram. 

U.P. Director General of 
Police O.P. Singh on Friday 
said necessary legal action 
was being taken.

“Whoever will not have

challans as opposed to peo¬ 
ple preferring to pay in cash 
currently. 

Traffic police officers on 
the ground are also antici¬ 
pating a decline in the num¬ 
ber of challans because of 
the increase in the amount 
of traffic violations.

“We have conducted a 
briefing with traffic police of¬ 
ficers on Thursday and will 
hold another one on Satur¬ 
day. We don not anticipate a 
backlash,” he said.

Unannounced power cuts 
and fluctuation seem to be 
the order of the day at the 
Industrial Model Township 
in Manesar here for the past 
month, causing the indus¬ 
try to suffer. 

The Manesar Industries 
Welfare Association (MIWA) 
has now written to the 
Dakshin Haryana Bijli Vi- 
tran Nigam (DHBVN) and 
raised concerns about poor 
power quality and frequent 
outages. 

MIWA general secretary 
Manmohan Gaind said the 
industry had round-the- 
clock power supply during 
the summer this year, but 
the problem started a 
month ago with repeated 
unannounced power cuts 
and fluctuations. 

“We do not mind a cou¬ 
ple of hours of declared 
power cuts during the day, 
but it is the undeclared 
power cuts, that is the real 
nuisance. Fluctuations 
causing damage to the ma¬ 
chines is even a bigger pro¬ 


blem. The industry in Ma¬ 
nesar has sophisticated 
machines and fluctuations 
cause the chip inside them 
to burn. It costs a fortune,” 
said Mr. Gaind. 

He said the industry was 
already facing a slowdown 
and the loss of expensive 
machinery and production 
through generators was 
putting more financial bur¬ 
den on the entrepreneurs. 

Sanjeev Kapoor, another 
industrialist, said the 
DHBVN was generating 
maximum revenue from 
this industrial belt but 
when it came to providing 
infrastructure to the indus¬ 
try, they had nothing. 

DHBVN Sub-Divisonal Of¬ 
ficer Kuldeep Yadav 
claimed the problem exist¬ 
ed only for a day on Thurs¬ 
day after a conductor of 220 
KV power line from Daula- 
tabad was damaged. He said 
the power was alternatively 
arranged from Badshahpur. 
However, it could not take 
the entire load and hence, 
there were frequent cuts 
and fluctuation.

Delhi HC issues notice to Sports 
Ministry and Kabaddi Federation 

Single-judge Bench had stayed the AKFI elections on Aug. 27

The Delhi High Court on Fri¬ 
day issued notice to the Mi¬ 
nistry of Youth Affairs and 
Sports and the Amateur Ka¬ 
baddi Federation of India 
(AFKI) on an appeal by the 
temporary president and 
vice-president of the federa¬ 
tion against the order of a 
single-judge Bench of the 
court staying the elections 
of the AKFI. 

Former player’s plea 

A Bench of Chief Justice 
D.N. Patel and Justice C. Ha- 
ri Shankar also declined to 
vacate, at this stage, the stay 
on the election for office¬ 
bearers of the AKFI that was 
to be held on September 1. 


The single-judge Bench 
had on August 27, stayed the 
elections of the AKFI on 
former player A.C. Thanga- 
vel’s petition challenging 
the AKFI’s three orders of 
August 7,16 and 17 by which 
polls were notified by the 
administrator, electoral roll 
published and the objec¬ 
tions raised by him dismis¬ 
sed without assigning any 
reasons. 

Before the single judge, 
Mr. Thangavel’s petition 
said these orders were is¬ 
sued contrary to the Nation¬ 
al Sports Development 
Code of India, 2011, and the 
electoral roll had members 
who were not qualified to 
be a part of the electoral 
college. 


The Friday’s appeal filed 
by Kasani Gnaneshwar Mu- 
diraj and K. Jagdishwer Ya¬ 
dav, AKFI’s temporary pre¬ 
sident and vice-president 
respectively, stated that the 
single-judge’s order is based 
on the ground that the elec¬ 
toral college, nominees of 
the affiliates from various 
States of the AKFI do not 
comply with the National 
Sports Development Code 
of India with respect to age 
and tenure. 

Their counsel argued 
that the code applies only to 
the national federation and 
not to the State federations. 
He said none of those who 
have been nominated for 
the elections are in violation 
of the sport code. 


Consumer forum tells realty firm 
to pay F22.6 lakh to flat buyer 

The company failed to allot apartment in time

The State Consumer Dis¬ 
putes redressal forum here 
has directed Unitech deve¬ 
lopers to compensate a com¬ 
plainant by paying over 
^22.60 lakh for not deliver¬ 
ing possession of an apart¬ 
ment booked in Noida within 
the stipulated period of time. 

Holding the developers 
deficient in services, the 
commission observed, “Pre¬ 
sent is a clear case of defi¬ 
ciency in service on the part 
of the opposite party [Un¬ 


itech]. Complainant is legally 
entitled to seek refund of the 
money deposited by them 
with the [developer] along 
with appropriate compensa¬ 
tion.” 

The directions came 
when the panel was hearing 
a complaint moved by Math¬ 
ura resident Vidhu Goyal 
who alleged that despite pay¬ 
ing over ^22.35 lakh for 
booking an apartment in the 
project by Unitech, the deve¬ 
lopers had failed to allot the 
flat. 

“It is stated that the com¬ 


plainant was hoping that the 
developer would complete 
the construction within the 
stipulated time but the oppo¬ 
site party never updated the 
information related to the 
project to the complainant... 
It is stated by the complai¬ 
nant that he has put his hard- 
earned money with the hope 
to get the flat,” observed the 
forum while noting the alle¬ 
gations in the complaint. 

An additional compensa¬ 
tion of £25,000 was also di¬ 
rected to be paid to the com¬ 
plainant.

It demanded that the 
elections be held on ballot 
papers citing confusion over 
the mismatch of votes and 
suspicions over the of EVMs. 

Citing the issue of the use 
of fake degrees, Damini Kain, 
who is contesting the upcom¬ 
ing elections from AISA said 
“Last year, we saw the case of 
fake degree of ABVP’s presi¬ 
dential candidate Ankiv Bai- 
soya, which clearly exposed 
the administration’s compli¬ 
ed attitude in taking actions.

Foreign national 
held with drugs 
worth 0.25 cr.

During probe, it was 
found that Obutt was ar¬ 
rested by the Crime Branch 
in 2015 for using a fake visa 
and was out on bail. 


Delhi youth held for making hoax terror call in Mumbai 

High on alcohol, 22-year-old warned NIA and Mumbai police of terror attack on Friday

MUMBAI 

A terror threat call sent the 
National Investigation Agen¬ 
cy (NIA) and Mumbai Police 
on a day-long tracking spree 
with the trail leading to a 22- 
year-old youth from Delhi 
who confessed to having 
made the call under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol. 

Around 10.30 a.m. on 
Thursday the NIA’s Mumbai 
office received a call saying a 
major terror attack would 
occur in Mumbai on Friday 


and the NIA could do wha¬ 
tever it could to prevent it. 
The information, sources 
said, was conveyed to the 
Mumbai Police and assigned 
to Crime Branch. 

“We put together a spe¬ 
cial team of officers from va¬ 
rious units. Throughout the 
day, the team worked to 
map the cellular location of 
the number, both before the 
call and after. Meanwhile, 
we also got in touch with 
State and Central intelli¬ 
gence agencies to check if 


the information was true, 
even partially,” a senior of¬ 
ficer with the Mumbai Pol¬ 
ice said. 

Finally, late on Thursday 
night, the Crime Branch 
team traced the caller to 
NESCO Exhibition Grounds 
in Goregaon (East) and de¬ 
tained him for inquiries. 
The caller, identified as 
Shubham Kumar, a 22-year- 
old from Mehrauli, Delhi, 
was later arrested. 

Confirming Mr. Kumar’s 
arrest. Joint Commissioner 


of Police (Crime) Santosh 
Rastogi said, “He confessed 
to have made the call under 
the influence of alcohol. He 
said he got the idea after 
watching the movie Romeo 
Akbar Walter. Kumar’s cell 
phone Internet history re¬ 
veals he had searched on¬ 
line about various subjects 
connected to terrorism. Ho¬ 
wever, we have confirmed 
that it was a hoax call.” 

Romeo Akbar Walter ; a 
recent Bollywood film has 
John Abraham in the lead 


role as an Indian spy plant¬ 
ed in Pakistan by RAW. 

Mr. Kumar also told his 
interrogators that he left 
Delhi in a huff after an argu¬ 
ment with his father over 
money, and had been in 
Mumbai for the last couple 
of days, sources said. 

He was later handed over 
to Vanrai police, who 
charged him with intent to 
cause, or which is likely to 
cause, fear or alarm to the 
public under the Indian Pe¬ 
nal Code, officials said.

The number of severely 
polluted days in a year has 
reduced but to meet the air 
quality standards, Delhi 
still needs a 65% cut in pol¬ 
lution levels, according to a 
new analysis by Centre for 
Science and Environment, 
a Delhi-based NGO. 

“During 2011-14, the 
number of days with severe 
levels ranged between 33 
and 52 days during the win¬ 
ter months. This has re¬ 
duced to 20-34 days during 
2016-18 winter,” the CSE 
said in a statement. 

“Similarly, the number 
of severe plus AQI (air qual¬ 
ity index) days ranged bet¬ 
ween 20 and 40 days dur¬ 
ing the winters of 2011- 
2014 and subsequently dur¬ 
ing the winter of 2016 to 
2018-19, this reduced to less 
than 15 days,” it said. 

The CSE said that the 


Central Pollution Control 
Board (CPCB) air quality 
data shows that the three- 
year average annual PM2.5 
level in 2016-2018 is 25% 
lower than that of 
2012-2014. 

“However, CSE cautions 
that even after this reduc¬ 
tion and stabilisation, Delhi 
faces the daunting chal¬ 
lenge of 65% reduction 
from the current baseline 
to meet the clean air stan¬ 
dards for PM2.5,” CSE said. 

Anumita Roychowdhu- 
ry, executive director, re¬ 
search and advocacy of 
CSE, said, “While this level 
of action has helped in sta¬ 
bilising the problem, much 
harder decisions and ag¬ 
gressive action at a scale is 
needed to achieve the 65% 
cut in PM2.5 to meet the 
clean air targets.” 

Winter smog episodes 
are getting fewer but lon¬ 
ger, according to CSE.

A note left behind 
by the deceased has been 
recovered from the spot, they 
also said. Investigation 
revealed that he has been 
suffering from cancer for the 
past three-four years and was 
upset due to the same. The 
body was handed over to the 
family of the deceased after a 
post-mortem, the police 
added. 


600 students take part 
in plantation drive 

NEW DELHI 

In a plantation drive at 
Jahanpanah City forest, about 
600 students from 12 private 
schools planted saplings on 
Friday. The plantation drive 
has been taking place since 
the last 5 years in Greater 
Kailash Assembly 
constituency, said AAP MLA 
Saurabh Bharadwaj.

‘Destroy liquor not sold 
at bar counters in 8 days’ 

Govt, order exempts beer, hotels with 4 stars and above

NEW DELHI 

The Delhi government has 
ordered restobars, hotels 
and pubs to destroy alcohol 
that does not get sold within 
eight days at the “bar coun¬ 
ters”. However, no such time 
limit has been fixed for bot¬ 
tles kept at stores. 

The move is to prevent 
adulteration of alcohol that 
happens in bar counters, as 
bottles remain there for 
months, according to offi¬ 
cials of Department of Excise 
Entertainment and Luxury 
Tax. 

The Friday’s order, a mod¬ 
ification of an order passed 
on Monday, has exempted 
hotels with 4 stars and above, 
unlike the previous order. 

It has also exempted beer 
and liqour, whose 750 ml 
bottle’s MRP is below ?1,500. 
The order will come into ef¬ 
fect from Sunday. 



One sealed bottle of every 
brand can be kept at the 
counter, without any restric¬ 
tion on time limit, the order 
also said. 

Whenever a bottle is taken 
out of the store at a bar or 
restaurant, it is marked as 
sold in the records. “They 
then keep the bottles for 
months which results in adul¬ 
teration of the liquor,” an offi¬ 
cial said. 

Owners protest 

Exemptions were declared in 
Friday’s order after associa¬ 
tions of bars and restaurants 


raised their concerns about 
the earlier order. 

“We had received com¬ 
plaints about bars mixing 
cheaper brands in the bottles 
of expensive liquor at the 
counters. We decided to fix 
no time limit for beer and li¬ 
qour priced below ^1,500, at 
counters, as we have re¬ 
ceived no complaint regard¬ 
ing adulteration of the same,” 
the official also said. 

Champagnes and spar¬ 
kling wines are now allowed 
to be kept at bar counters for 
three days. For whiskey and 
vodka bottles of 750 ml with 
the MRP between ^1,501 and 
?4,500 have got the time li¬ 
mit fixed at eight days. 

“Following the expiry of 
the abovesaid time limit, the 
stock of liquor that remains 
unserved shall have to be re¬ 
moved from the bar counter 
and destroyed within 7 days,” 
the Monday’s order read. 


AAP, BJP spar at public event; FIR filed 

Vijay Goel cries hooliganism, Dilip Pandey alleges manhandling

AAP workers, led by party 
leader Dilip Pandey, on Fri¬ 
day went to attend a public 
event by BJP MP Vijay Goel 
that saw both sides accusing 
each other of hooliganism.

Kejriwal is giving electricity 
and water bill waivers just to 
gather votes,” Mr. Goel 
argued.

Woman kills

Vector-borne diseases: 
‘CM politicising issue’ 

He is taking false credit: Vijender Gupta

The Opposition BJP on Fri¬ 
day accused Chief Minister 
Arvind Kejriwal of politicis¬ 
ing the “sensitive public 
health issue” of dengue and 
other vector-borne 

diseases. 

With an eye on the up¬ 
coming Delhi Assembly 
election. Leader of Opposi¬ 
tion Vijender Gupta alleged, 
Mr. Kejriwal was “taking 
false credit” in relation to 
the number of dengue cases 
by stating that it came down 
by 80% during 2015-2018. 

“The facts remains that 
this period recorded a 284% 
increase in dengue cases 
compared to the corres¬ 
ponding period before his 
regime... When dengue was 
at its historic peak in 2015, 
both the Chief Minister and 
his Deputy, Manish Sisodia, 
were not in Delhi to control 
the situation,” Mr. Gupta 
alleged. 


“However, he lost no time 
in passing the buck to the 
civic bodies in Delhi... Kejri- 
wal’s claim that dengue cas¬ 
es came down by 80% is 
misleading. In 2015, 15,867 
cases of dengue were re¬ 
ported. It is fallacious to 
claim that the number came 
down to 2,798 in 2018. The 
truth is that his regime dur¬ 
ing 2015-18 recorded 27,822 
cases,” Mr. Gupta claimed. 

According to the Rohini 
legislator, during the corres¬ 
ponding period of 2011-14, 
number of dengue cases 
were “far less at 9,793”. 
Thus, he argued, dengue 
cases recorded a growth of 
284%. 

“During Kejriwal’s re¬ 
gime, 24 people died, whe¬ 
reas the figure was 21 during 
the corresponding period of 
2011-14, before he formed 
his government... He played 
petty politics by not releas¬ 
ing funds to the civic bodies 
on time,” he added.

A day after the Delhi Cabinet 
cleared a proposal allowing 
free rides to women commu¬ 
ters on State-run buses, the 
Opposition BJP attacked the 
AAP government over the 
existing condition of public 
transport infrastructure in 
the Capital. 

Delhi BJP president Manoj 
Tiwari expressed “anguish” 
over the condition of the 
Delhi Transport Corporation 
(DTC) and accused Chief Mi¬ 
nister Arvind Kejriwal of fail¬ 
ing to improve the condition 
of the public transporter af¬ 
ter coming to power. 

“Lakhs of people depend 
on the DTC to commute 
from their homes to work¬ 
places every day. The condi¬ 
tion of the terminals and bus 
stops is so bad that they have 
failed to provide any relief to 
the commuters. The Kejri¬ 
wal government is fully res-

ponsible for it but he is mum 
on this issue,” Mr. Tiwari al¬ 
leged in a statement, citing 
the collapse of a bus stop in 
Sultanpuri. 

“Only 3,000 buses are 
plying on the roads of Delhi 
for about 2 crore citizens... 
People have to wait for 
hours to get the buses,” Mr. 
Tiwari alleged further. 

Accusing Mr. Kejriwal of 
indulging in a “teaser” cam¬ 
paign in relation to the Capi¬ 
tal’s public transport infras¬ 


tructure, the North East 
Delhi MP alleged that the 
AAP government, which 
came to power with a mas¬ 
sive mandate, had disap¬ 
pointed the people who had 
expressed hope in it. 

“They [the voters] are dis¬ 
appointed. Kejriwal is misus¬ 
ing the government machin¬ 
ery for promoting himself 
through costly advertise¬ 
ments. Had he spent this 
amount on the procurement 
of new buses and renovation 
of terminals, the people 
might not have had to face 
shortage of buses and lack of 
facilities,” Mr. Tiwari argued. 

“The people of Delhi very 
well understand the an¬ 
nouncement of freebies and 
new lies and are looking to¬ 
wards the BJP with hope. We 
have to work to expose the 
failures of the Kejriwal go¬ 
vernment through the ‘Delhi 
Bachao Parivartan Yatra’,” 
he added.

Ten children of the or¬ 
phanage fell ill on Wednes¬ 
day, with two of them dying 
of diarrhoea within the last 
three days, Mr. Mishra 
added. 

Of the ten children, four 
serious cases were referred 
to Agra medical college, 
while the others are being

treated at the Mathura dis¬ 
trict hospital here, he said. 

He said despite the best 
possible treatment, two 
children below one-and- 
half-years of age could not 
be saved and they died in 
Agra. The other hospitalised 
children are recovering, he 
added. 

“ADM (F&R) Brajesh Ku¬ 
mar has been asked to 
probe the death and illness 
of the children,” said Mr. 
Mishra, adding that he has 
been asked to submit his re¬ 
port within 24 hours.

Hundreds of farmers, led by 
the Bharatiya Kisan Union, 
staged a sit-in at the Muzaf¬ 
farnagar Collectorate alleg¬ 
ing that the Motor Vehicles 
(Amendment) Act, 2019, has 
led to increase in transport 
fee of schools. The protest 
started after the District Ma¬ 
gistrate allegedly refused to 
take their memorandum and 
reprimanded the students 
who came to register their 
demands on Thursday. 

Section 144 

After the police invoked Sec¬ 
tion 144 in the Collectorate 
area, farmers scribbled that 
the BKU had invoked its ‘Sec¬ 
tion 288’ and that govern¬ 
ment officials would not be 
allowed to enter the office. 
Local sources said that Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate Selva Kumari 
J had to leave in a private 
vehicle from the back gate of 
the Collectorate on 
Thursday. 

The farmers stayed over-

night on the Collectorate 
premises and cooked their 
food there. “The govern¬ 
ment says that we don’t edu¬ 
cate our children. When we 
raise demands related to 
education, we are not taken 
seriously,” said BKU youth 
wing chief Gaurav Tikait. 

The protest continued till 
Friday evening when district 
officials came out and an¬ 
nounced that no change in 
the transport fee structure 
would be allowed. 


According to official 
sources, following the direc¬ 
tions of the Supreme Court, 
the State government had 
brought school vans under 
the legal regulatory frame¬ 
work, which included not 
only buses run by schools 
but also vehicles that run un¬ 
der arrangements between 
parents and private 
operators. 

Rakesh Tikait, senior BKU 
leader, said the new policy 
might be ideal but not practi¬ 


cal. “Public schools that 
used to charge ^400-^500 a 
month from students com¬ 
muting from villages are now 
asking for ?2,500 a month. A 
farmer can’t afford this,” Mr. 
Tikait said. 

He said the new policy ex¬ 
pects schools not to use veh¬ 
icles that are more than 10 
years old. It necessitates put¬ 
ting two guards on each bus 
and fixes the number of stu¬ 
dents that could travel in 
each vehicle according to the 


number of seats. “We all 
want GPS and cameras in 
vehicles but the government 
should ensure that its cost 
should not be passed on to 
parents in the rural areas. 
Otherwise students will drop 
out, particularly girls.” 

On Friday, Ms. Selva Ku¬ 
mari said even in the case of 
‘private arrangement’, the 
increased expenses would 
not be passed on to parents 
till the government makes ar¬ 
rangement for the transport 
of students. 

Other issues 

The protest has also become 
a catalyst to raise the existing 
issues of farmers such as 
pending dues of sugarcane 
crops and rise in electricity 
prices. “The U.P. govern¬ 
ment had promised that all 
pending dues would be 
cleared till August 31, 2019, 
but now it seems impossible. 
The rise in electricity tariff in 
rural areas is also hurting 
farmer interests,” said Mr. 
Tikait.

jahideen Bangladesh were 
found. Of those sentenced, 
two are women. 

All the 19 convicts, out of 
31 accused in the case, had 
admitted their guilt in the 
blast in a house at Khagra¬ 
garh in Burdwan district of 
West Bengal on October 2, 
2014. They were convicted 
for conspiracy and waging 
war against the country 
and under various provi¬ 
sions of the Unlawful Activ¬ 
ities Prevention Act apart 
from the Explosives Act 
and the Arms Act against 
some of them. 

Bombs and IEDs were 
being manufactured in the 
house when the blast oc¬ 
curred, killing two persons.

Poor housing, alcoholism and seasonal migration obstruct mitigative efforts

It was in 2017 that Jasodi Adi- 
wasi’s* husband, complain¬ 
ing of persistent stomach 
ache and cough for some 
days, died of tuberculosis. Af¬ 
ter father-in-law, grandmoth¬ 
er and brother-in-law, he was 
the fourth one in the family 
that TB snatched away. 

Months later, desperate to 
find means to feed her seven- 
year-old son, she took up sex 
work, a seemingly easy way 
to make ^5,000 a month. 
This, at the cost of being 
spurned by the villagers. 

Around dusk, Jasodi, 24, 
made up and wearing a gau¬ 
dy sari, peeps from the door¬ 
way of her mud hut along the 
main road, awaiting men 
from a neighbouring village. 
Meanwhile, her mother-in- 
law, 70, squatting along the 
road weeds its edges, a task 
that fetches her and other el¬ 
derly widows ^150 a day. 

At a nondescript village in 
Shivpuri district, home to 110 
Saharia families, a particular¬ 
ly vulnerable tribal group,

nearly 50 women, both 
young and old, have lost 
their husbands to TB. With 
men missing from families, 
making ends meet is an en¬ 
during challenge for women. 
For many, including Bhaggo 
Adiwasi, 69, the communica¬ 
ble disease has gobbled up 
entire families - in her case, 
husband, three sons, one 
daughter-in-law and two 
grandsons. 

2035 deadline 

Though TB prevalence 
among Saharias has dropped 
from 3,003 to 1,995 per 
1,00,000 persons over the 
years against a national aver¬ 
age of 204, as per an Indian 
Council of Medical Research 
study, malnutrition, poor 
housing, alcoholism and sea¬ 


sonal migration continue to 
be risk factors. While the 
World Health Organization 
has set 2035 as the deadline 
to eliminate the TB epidem¬ 
ic, India, which accounts for 
a quarter of cases, plans to 
do so much ahead by 2025. 

“Treating TB is not just a 
public health issue like polio 
wherein two drops are 
enough,” says Ashish Vyas, 
Shivpuri TB officer. 

“It requires improving so¬ 
cio-economic conditions of 
vulnerable people and their 
education levels to surmount 
it.” 

Indigenous people across 
the world confront higher TB 
rates than others due to mul¬ 
tiple factors. While only 23% 
of Saharias, mostly agricultu¬ 
ral labourers, are literate, ev¬ 
ery fifth person in the com¬ 
munity suffers from an 
infection, and every second 
child under five in Shivpuri is 
underweight. 

Saharias also have the 
highest total fertility rate in 
the country at four against a 
normal of around two, says 


Dr. Vyas. “This leads to over¬ 
crowding in houses. Already, 
lack of ventilation and damp¬ 
ness in a kutcha house make 
conditions suitable for bacte¬ 
ria growth causing TB.” 

In 2010, even though 
Prahlad Adiwasi of Nonheta 
Khurd village had been diag¬ 
nosed with TB, he eschewed 
medication after a month, as 
he felt better, and resumed 
working as stone miner in 
Rajasthan. 

Today, lying on a thread¬ 
bare cot inside a toilet, built 
under the Swachh Bharat Ab- 
hiyan, he struggles to say: 
“We used to leave behind the 
infirm while migrating for 
work. For the past three 
years, I am the one being left 
behind as an invalid.” 

Having just two bigha of 
arid land, lying fallow due to 
failing rains, his wife mi¬ 
grates for work every year for 
two months. Staying next 
door, his two sons say their 
father has been kept in isola¬ 
tion in a toilet, the only sepa¬ 
rate room available.

NCP chief says leaders are the ones deserting ship, loses cool over question on defecting relatives 


BJP not inclined to share 
seats with Sena in Pune

With the Nationalist Con¬ 
gress Party (NCP) threaten¬ 
ing to implode as the As¬ 
sembly polls inch closer, 
party president Sharad Pa¬ 
war said on Friday that the 
leaders who were deserting 
the party had seen personal 
growth within the NCP. Mr. 
Pawar said that while the 
rank and file remained loyal, 
it was their leaders who were 
deserting the party. 

Speaking at a press confe¬ 
rence in Shrirampur in Ah- 
mednagar district, the usual¬ 
ly imperturbable Mr. Pawar 
lost his calm when a televi¬ 
sion journalist questioned 
him about his relatives - 
NCP stalwart Dr. Padamsin- 
ha Patil, one of Mr. Pawar’s 
closest confidantes, and his 
son, Ranajagjitsinha, the 
MLA from Osmanabad - 
who are allegedly on their 
way out of the party. 

Dr. Patil is the brother-in- 
law of senior NCP leader Ajit 
Pawar, who is Mr. Pawar’s 
nephew. 

Responding to questions 
on the exodus of NCP leaders 
defecting to the Bharatiya Ja¬ 
nata Party (BJP) and Shiv Se¬ 
na, Mr. Pawar said, “For the 
past 10-15 years the personal 
growth and development of 
these leaders has taken place 
within this very party. Now, 
perhaps they want more de¬ 
velopment and the BJP and 
Sena may have shown them 
some path to fulfil it. Howev¬ 
er, what exactly this ‘deve¬ 
lopment’ is and what is its 
nature, I have no clue.” 

When a reporter then said 
not only leaders, but rela¬ 
tives like Dr. Patil, too, were 
on their way out, the NCP 
chief flared up. “What is the 



connection between politics 
and relatives... this is a highly 
improper question... why 
are you bringing up the sub¬ 
ject of relatives?” said an in¬ 
censed Mr. Pawar, demand¬ 
ing that the journalist 
apologise, and even threa¬ 
tening to walk away from the 
press conference. 

A visibly upset Mr. Pawar 
refused to let the reporter ex¬ 
plain himself, remarking to 
others present that “those 
who lack civility should not 
be called for the press meet¬ 
ing.” “You either call him 
(the journalist who asked 
him the question) or you call 
me,” the NCP chief said, re¬ 
fusing to take queries and 
urging the reporter to leave 
the conference. 

After much persuasion 
from other journalists, Mr. 
Pawar was pacified and gave 
his reactions on other issues. 

Meanwhile, in an indica¬ 
tion that he may be switch¬ 
ing to the BJP, Ranajagjitsin¬ 
ha Patil has called for an 
open meeting of his follow¬ 
ers in Osmanabad on August 
31. In a lengthy Facebook 
post, the Osmanabad MLA 



called for a “family discus¬ 
sion” with his supporters “in 
view of the changing ecologi¬ 
cal and political conditions 
in the district,” citing the 
need to take a decision on 
the completion of irrigation 
projects and the creation of 
employment guarantee 
schemes. 

According to observers, 
the reason for Mr. Patil wish¬ 
ing to switch parties is purely 
economic as his business 
concerns are in the dol¬ 
drums. “The Terna coopera¬ 
tive sugar factory in Osmana¬ 
bad controlled by the Patil 
family has incurred losses 
that run into several hundred 
crores. The NCP MLA is ex¬ 
pecting some form of bailout 
if he joins hands with the BJP. 
The latter, on the other hand, 
will gain a firm toehold in Os¬ 
manabad and try to secure 
control of other local institu¬ 
tions over which the Patils 
have great influence,” a local 
observer said. 

It is believed that Mr. Patil 
will join the BJP in the pre¬ 
sence of party president 
Amit Shah in Solapur district 
on Sunday.

Several big names set to join party

Come Sunday and the Bha¬ 
ratiya Janata Party (BJP) is 
likely to witness a ‘mega re¬ 
cruitment’ of leaders from 
the Congress, Nationalist 
Congress Party (NCP) and 
other parties at a rally in 
Solapur, in the presence of 
party president Amit Shah. 

Among the top leaders 
who are likely to join the 
BJP include former chief 
minister and current Rajya 
Sabha MP from the BJP qu¬ 
ota Narayan Rane. Mr. 
Rane will reportedly dis¬ 
solve his party, the Maha¬ 
rashtra Swabhiman 
Paksha, which he formed 
after quitting the Congress. 
His two sons, Congress 
MLA Nitesh and former 
Congress MP Nilesh, are al¬ 
so likely to join the BJP. 

Former Kolhapur MP 
and NCP leader Dhananjay 
Mahadik is also likely to 
jump ship to the BJP. Mr. 
Mahadik, whose cousin is a 
BJP MLA, lost the 2019 Lok 
Sabha polls to Shiv Sena’s 
Sanjay Mandlik, with the 
Congress and sections of 
the NCP allegedly cam¬ 
paigning against him be¬ 
cause of his proximity with 
the BJP. 

On Friday, Jaikumar 
Gore, Congress MLA from 
Man in western Maharash¬ 
tra, submitted his resigna¬ 
tion to Assembly speaker 



Narayan Rane 


Haribhau Bagde, which 
was accepted. Mr. Gore is 
also likely to join the BJP on 
Sunday. His brother and 
bitter rival Shekhar has al¬ 
ready joined the Shiv Sena. 
In 2014, the brothers con¬ 
tested the polls respective¬ 
ly from Congress and NCP. 
Congress MLA Siddharam 
Mhetre from Solapur dis¬ 
trict is also likely to switch 
to the BJP on Sunday. 

The biggest defection 
could be of Padmasinha 
Patil, a founding member 
of the NCP and a close aide 
of party president Sharad 
Pawar, and his son, NCP 
MLA Ranajagjitsinha Patil 
from Osmanabad district. 

Apart from these names, 
Satara MP Udayanraje 
Bhosle, State Council chair¬ 
man Ramraje Nimbalkar 
and MLA Baban Shinde 
from the NCP, and Con¬ 
gress leader Harshvardhan 
Patil are also said to be on 
their way to the BJP.

Despite affirmations by 
Chief Minister Devendra 
Fadnavis and Shiv Sena pre¬ 
sident Uddhav Thackeray of 
the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP) and the Sena contest¬ 
ing the State Assembly polls 
jointly, there is uncertainty 
over the proposed BJP-Sena 
alliance on account of a thor¬ 
ny seat-sharing arrangement 
in the eight Assembly seg¬ 
ments in Pune city. 

The BJP had swept all 
seats in Pune in the 2014 As¬ 
sembly elections when a 
rupture in alliances saw the 
two parties (as well as the 
Congress and Nationalist 
Congress Party) contesting 
the polls separately. Now, 
the BJP’s city unit is not dis¬ 
posed to let go of any of 
these segments in face of the 
Sena’s claims on at least 
three of them: Hadapsar, 
Shivajinagar and Kothrud. 

BJP city unit chief Madhu¬ 
ri Misal said since the party 
has eight sitting MLAs, there 
was no reason to let go of 
any of the seats. On Thurs¬ 
day, senior BJP leader and 
State Education Minister 
Ashish Shelar interviewed 
aspirants for the eight seats. 

In the wake of the party’s 
success in the Lok Sabha 
elections, 131 aspirants have 
come forward as potential 
candidates. The Kasba As¬ 
sembly segment is set to get 
a new candidate as the sit¬ 
ting legislator, senior BJP 
leader Girish Bapat, was re¬ 
cently elected to the Lok 
Sabha. Among those eager 
for a ticket from Kasba Peth 
include Pune Mayor Mukta 


Tilalc and Mr. Bapat’s 
daughter-in-law, Swarada. 

In the results of the 2014 
Assembly polls, the Sena’s 
Mahadeo Babar was unseat¬ 
ed by the BJP’s Yogesh Tile- 
kar, while Chadrakant Mo¬ 
kate was routed by the BJP’s 
Medha Kulkarni in Kothrud. 

The Shivajinagar seat, 
once a Sena stronghold, has 
slipped from the party’s 
grasp even before the 2009 
Assembly elections, with its 
former MLA Vinayak Nim- 
han switching alliances with 
the Congress before re-en¬ 
tering the Sena fold after the 
2014 polls. 

While the BJP has com¬ 
menced their poll prepara¬ 
tions in the city on a war 
footing, the Sena’s leaders 


and cadre have yet to gear 
up for the challenge. 

However, some Sena lead¬ 
ers have said statements by 
local BJP leaders did not 
mean anything as the parties 
would be contesting jointly. 

“The opposition Con- 
gress-NCP is not even in the 
picture this time. It is a tuss¬ 
le for supremacy between 
the BJP and the Sena. The 
BJP’s internal survey shows 
they can win more than 160 
of the 288 seats on their 
own. Any seat-sharing for¬ 
mula they present before the 
Sena will be based on these 
considerations. It is hardly 
likely they would be willing 
to give up seats with sitting 
MLAs, as in Pune city,” said a 
political analyst. 


Documents used by police not 
admissible: Bharadwaj’s lawyer 

Advocate says all papers are undated, unsigned, unverified

None of the documents that 
the Pune Police relied on to 
implicate trade unionist and 
human rights lawyer Sudha 
Bharadwaj in the Elgar Par- 
ishad case are admissible in 
law, her lawyer told the Bom¬ 
bay High Court on Friday. 

Arguing for her bail before 
a single Bench of Justice S.V. 
Kotwal, advocate Yug Chaud- 
hry submitted a compilation 
of documents to the court, 
and said they contained pap¬ 
ers seized from the hard 
disks of the others accused in 
the Bhima-Koregaon vio¬ 
lence, but none from any 
device at Ms. Bharadwaj’s 
house. 

He said there is no evi¬ 
dence apart from the prin¬ 
touts from the others’ com¬ 
puters. He said, “It is not [the 
prosecution’s] case that [Ms. 
Bharadwaj] was there at El¬ 
gar Parishad and Bhima-Ko- 
regaon, and the only single 
witness in the case is the in¬ 
vestigating officer.” 

Mr. Chaudhry said not a 
single document from the 
compilation is admissible in 
law. He said the prosecution 
has relied upon printouts

and originals. Referring to 
the affidavit filed by the Pune 
Police, he said the docu¬ 
ments were not produced by 
the computers, but were co¬ 
pied from the computers of 
the co-accused. So they 
could be scanned or down¬ 
loaded from somewhere. 

He said the letters are not 
dated, so cannot be linked to 
Ms. Bharadwaj by handwrit¬ 
ing analysis. The letters are 
unsigned, unverified and un¬ 
authorised as per Section 161 
(examination of witnesses by 
police) of the Code of Crimi¬ 
nal Procedure and none of 
them were seized from the 
residence of Ms. Bharadwaj. 

He said, “What we have 
are typed unsigned letters 


from A to B found at C’s com¬ 
puter mentioning something 
about [Ms. Bharadwaj].” He 
said for a document to be ad¬ 
missible in law, its author¬ 
ship and truth has to be 
proved. Reading from the af¬ 
fidavit filed by the prosecu¬ 
tion, Mr. Chaudhry said, “Ac¬ 
cording to them, the role of 
the accused was not periph¬ 
eral, but vital.” 

He read out a letter, whose 
image was found on the com¬ 
puter of jailed activist Rona 
Wilson: “on January 2, 2018, 
there was a mohalla meeting 
of special female naxal mem¬ 
bers and people attending 
the meeting were Shoma Sen 
and Sudha Bharadwaj.” 

Mr. Chaudhry said, “Sho¬ 
ma Sen is a retired professor 
of literature of the Nagpur 
University and Ms. Bharad¬ 
waj is a professor at National 
Law University, Delhi. She is 
the president’s representa¬ 
tive in selecting a vice chan¬ 
cellor for the State of Chhat- 
tisgarh.” He said, however, as 
per the call detail records, 
Ms. Sen was in Mumbai and 
Ms. Bharadwaj was in Farida- 
bad on the day in question. 

The hearing will continue 
on September 4.

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Just 1.2% chemists stock abortion pills in State: study 


Pharmacists cite legal hassles as reason; experts say lack of access to safe abortions a worry

A mere 1.2% chemists in 
Maharashtra - and only 
three in Mumbai - stock 
medical abortion (MA) pills, 
a study has found. The stu¬ 
dy, which covered 1,008 che¬ 
mists in Maharashtra, Bihar, 
Uttar Pradesh, and Rajas¬ 
than, reviewed 252 chemists 
in five cities in Maharashtra. 

Medical abortion is ap¬ 
proved up to nine weeks of 
gestation and has emerged 
as the most preferred meth¬ 
od of abortion in India. The 
pills come in a combination 
pack of two drugs: mifepris¬ 
tone and misoprostol. 

“The fact that a large 
number of chemists are not 
stocking the pills is extreme¬ 
ly worrisome,” said Dr. Kal- 
pana Apte, member of the 
technical advisory group of 
Pratigya Campaign for Gen¬ 
der Equality and Safe Abor¬ 
tion, which carried out the 
study. It found that legal and 
regulatory issues were the 
common concerns for che¬ 
mists not stocking the pills. 

Dr. Apte, who is also the 
chief executive officer of the 
Family Planning Association 
of India, said a major crack¬ 
down in the State by the 
Food and Drugs Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) a few years ago 
has played a role in che¬ 
mists’ reluctance to stock 
the pills. “There is a require¬ 
ment of a lot of paperwork 
from the chemists. There is a 
general misconception that

Sops for housing societies opting for self-redevelopment 

Single-window clearance, additional FSI, TDR are among the concessions the government plans to offer

MUMBAI 

The Maharashtra govern¬ 
ment will give concessions in 
floor space index (FSI) and 
transferable development 
rights (TDR) for housing so¬ 
cieties opting for self-redeve- 
lopment. A committee com¬ 
prising senior State 
bureaucrats has presented 
its report to the government 
recommending concessions 
for societies on leased and 
private land opting for self¬ 
redevelopment. The Cabinet 
had approved the move in 
March and formed a commit¬ 


tee of bureaucrats from the 
Urban Development and Re¬ 
venue departments to decide 
on the extent of concessions. 

The committee report has 
suggested an additional 10% 
FSI over and above what is 
proposed under the Deve¬ 
lopment Control Rules 
(DCR), while allowing a 50% 
concession on charges relat¬ 
ed to the DCR for societies 
going in for self-redevelop- 
ment. A one-window clea¬ 
rance system, eligibility cri¬ 
teria of 30 years in age and a 
six-month period to submit 
an application are some of 


the other recommendations. 
“We have recommended a 
0.2% additional FSI for socie¬ 
ties on road width of 9 m, 
while other waivers are be¬ 
ing suggested in the Land 
Under Construction tax,” 
said a senior official. 

The committee has also 
recommended concessions 
in rates applied as part of the 
Goods and Services Tax 
(GST), stamp duty and pre¬ 
mium for open space defi¬ 
ciencies. 

“We have allowed making 
State cooperative banks as 
the agencies that could fi¬ 


nance and help societies un¬ 
dertake such projects,” said 
a senior UDD official. 

Self-redevelopment is one 
where the construction pro¬ 
cess is executed by society 
members, who have the con¬ 
veyance in their names. Un¬ 
der the latest changes, such 
societies will also be charged 
a reduced premium for the 
paid FSI component, and a 
4% interest subsidy for avail¬ 
ing of construction loans. 
“We are also making such 
projects eligible for 10% ad¬ 
ditional tenement area,” said 
an official. 


The new policy is aimed at 
liberating residents from the 
clutches of builders who 
drive the redevelopment 
process. It is also likely to re¬ 
sult in more space and better 
quality construction, town 
planners said. “Among other 
benefits such as extra carpet 
area for residents, powers 
will remain with the society 
and fear of being moved to a 
poor location by builders 
will no longer exist. The resi¬ 
dents can themselves decide 
on amenities and other facil¬ 
ities during the planning 
process,” said an official.

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Big bank theory 

For the mergers to work, 
realising staff cost synergies is key 

F or its sheer magnitude, the scale and the ability to 
disrupt the status quo, the mega bank mergers 
announced by Finance Minister Nirmala Sithara- 
man on Friday must go down as the most significant the 
banking industry has seen in the five decades since na¬ 
tionalisation. The bottomline is clear: to create banks of 
global level that can leverage economies of scale and 
balance sheet size to serve the needs of a $5-trillion eco¬ 
nomy by 2025. The jury is, of course, out on whether 
this strategy will succeed. Mergers are driven by syner¬ 
gies - in products, costs, business, geographies or tech¬ 
nology and the most important, cost synergies. While 
there may be some geographical synergies between the 
banks being merged, unless they realise cost synergies 
through branch and staff rationalisation, the mergers 
may not mean much to them or to the economy. This is 
where the government’s strategy will be tested. It is no 
secret that public sector banks are overstaffed. There is 
also bound to be overlap in branch networks such as in 
the Canara-Syndicate Bank merger, especially in Karna¬ 
taka and a couple of other southern States. Ditto with 
Punjab National Bank and Oriental Bank of Commerce, 
both of which have strong networks in the north and 
the west. The success of these mergers, therefore, will 
hinge on how well these banks handle the sensitive is¬ 
sue of staff rationalisation. The All India Bank Em¬ 
ployees Association has already raised the red flag. 

It was the Narasimham Committee in the late 1990s 
that recommended consolidation through a process of 
merging strong banks. The issue has been the prover¬ 
bial bee in the bonnet of successive governments since 
then. What the committee also recommended was 
shutting down the weaker banks and not merging them 
with the strong ones as is being done now. But this is ob¬ 
viously not an option politically even for a government 
with a brute majority in Parliament. The biggest plus of 
the mergers is that they will create banks of scale - 
there are too many banks in India with sizes that are mi¬ 
nuscule by global standards with their growth con¬ 
stricted by their inability to expand. Yet, this advantage 
of scale cannot be leveraged without adequate reforms 
in governance and management of these banks. To be 
sure, Ms. Sitharaman did announce a few measures to 
make managements better accountable to the board. 
But the key reforms to be made are at the board level, 
including in appointments, especially of government 
nominees. These are often political appointees, with lit¬ 
tle exposure to banking. Surely, such practices need to 
be curbed as the definition of global banks is not just 
about size but also professionalism in governance. The 
government will also have to manage the fallout of un¬ 
leashing four mergers simultaneously which is bound 
to cause upheaval in the industry. Would it have been 
better if these mergers had been done one by one? The 
future will colour the past.

Boris Johnson seems bent on 
delivering a no-deal Brexit 

P rime Minister Boris Johnson’s audacious move on 
Wednesday to prorogue Parliament for five weeks 
is a cynical attempt to silence elected representa¬ 
tives on the key issue of Britain’s future ties with the Eu¬ 
ropean Union (EU). The decision is all the more suspect 
because the fraught political climate that has prevailed 
since June 2016 was the consequence of the country 
having to renegotiate the nature of its ties with its clos¬ 
est neighbours. Those complex questions could only 
have been addressed on the floor of the house. Mr. 
Johnson has sought to play down the controversial deci¬ 
sion as no more than an intent to commence a fresh le¬ 
gislative session with the Queen’s speech charting the 
government’s domestic priorities. But the outrage the 
country has witnessed suggests that despite its legal 
correctness, the move may have set a terrible prece¬ 
dent and possibly eroded the Conservatives base. The 
long suspension announced on Wednesday leaves MPs 
barely enough time - next week and the second half of 
October - to avert the risk of a disorderly British exit. 

But then, Mr. Johnson, a hardline Eurosceptic, is 
committed to delivering Brexit with or without a deal. 
He knew all along that the chances of securing a fresh 
accord with the EU were next to nil. Brussels will never 
budge on the question of the Irish backstop, the me¬ 
chanism that is meant to protect the soft border bet¬ 
ween Dublin and Belfast. All the same, reiterating that 
demand in his grandiloquent style put a gloss on the in¬ 
ability to forge a new agreement. Any serious obstacles 
Mr. Johnson faces to achieve a hard Brexit are entirely 
domestic. Foremost, the Conservative party’s thin ma¬ 
jority in the House of Commons renders Mr. Johnson’s 
government highly vulnerable to defeat on two sepa¬ 
rate counts. One is the move to stop a no-deal exit; a 
vote of no confidence in the Johnson government is the 
other. In a bid to avert a cliff-edge exit, the Labour lead¬ 
er Jeremy Corbyn recently invited the opposition and 
Europhile MPs to back a transition government that 
would seek another extension to Article 50 and call a 
general election. The proposal enabled Mr. Corbyn to 
reset the current narrative, even if it elicited a luke¬ 
warm response from a rejuvenated Liberal Democratic 
party and pro-European Tories. Legislation to prevent a 
no-deal exit affords an opportunity for pro-European 
MPs across parties to take the decisive step. Meanwhile, 
a legal challenge against the prorogation has been 
mounted by activists drawing on a 2016 ruling that 
forced the government to consult the legislature before 
triggering Article 50. Britain’s biggest peace-time crisis 
must be resolved through the democratic process.

T he transfer of Reserve Bank 
of India (RBI) surplus to the 
government is a routine mat¬ 
ter. Every year after the finalisa¬ 
tion of the accounts of the RBI its 
surplus is transferred to the Cen¬ 
tral government sometime in end- 
August; this augments the non-tax 
revenue of the Central govern¬ 
ment. Normally, an estimate of 
such a transfer is decided infor¬ 
mally between the RBI and the 
Central government by January 
and finds a place in the Budget es¬ 
timate, typically announced in 
early February. But this year is an 
exception. The announcement of 
a huge transfer of RBI surplus, ear¬ 
lier this week, of H.76 lakh crore to 
the Central government, seems to 
have generated quite a bit of media 
attention. 

The two narratives 

There are perhaps two caricatured 
folklore narratives about this in¬ 
creased transfer of RBI surplus. 

The first one goes as follows: the 
government, facing a resource 
crunch, has arm-twisted the RBI to 
transfer some of its reserves, 
which is almost in the nature of fa¬ 
mily silver. This is not good for the 
economy. As when and if the eco¬ 
nomy faces a crisis, the RBI may 
not have adequate money to pro¬ 
tect it. Also it denotes an erosion 
of the RBI’s independence. This 
assumes credence in view of the 
perceived difference of opinion 
between the RBI and the Central 
government, that has been high¬ 
lighted in recent media reports, as 
well as the resignation of the form¬ 
er RBI Governor, Urjit Patel in

2018. The second one, on the con¬ 
trary, runs on the following lines: 
the central bank is a unique insti¬ 
tution; it is backed by the faith re¬ 
posed on it by the the Central go¬ 
vernment, and therefore, a huge 
amount of reserves with the cen¬ 
tral bank is in the nature of idle 
cash which could have been util¬ 
ised more productively in the eco¬ 
nomy. This year, the Central go¬ 
vernment has done precisely this. 
The RBI decided to transfer this in¬ 
creased surplus after following 
due process and after accepting 
the recommendations of the Jalan 
Committee (i.e., the expert com¬ 
mittee to review the extant eco¬ 
nomic capital framework of the 
RBI, headed by the former RBI Go¬ 
vernor, Bimal Jalan and with emi¬ 
nent central bankers, bureaucrats, 
economists and accountants as its 
members). 

Are these competing narratives 
reflective of the political prior of 
the exponent? Or, are there more 
differences in substance? 

Notes on the RBI 

The narrative that the RBI is an 
overcapitalised institution has 
been in currency for some time. 
The Economic Survey of 2016-17 
found that the RBI is one of the 
most capitalised central banks in 
the world and noted, “There is no 
particular reason why this extra 
capital should be kept with the 
RBI”. Later, the former Chief Eco¬ 


nomic Adviser, Arvind Subrama- 
nian in his book Of Counsel: The 
Challenges of the Modi-Jaitley Eco¬ 
nomy (2018) has caricatured the 
syndrome of treating the govern¬ 
ment’s capital at the RBI by RBI of¬ 
ficials as “prudence or paranoia”. 
Folklore estimates of excess capi¬ 
tal of the RBI in the range of ?4.5 
lakh crore to Z7 lakh crore seemed 
to have been blowing in the wind. 
The issue became all the more 
controversial after the resignation 
of Mr. Patel in December 2018 cit¬ 
ing personal reasons. 

Against this backdrop, the RBI, 
in consultation with the Govern¬ 
ment of India, constituted the Ja¬ 
lan Committee to assess the quan¬ 
tum of economic capital of the RBI 
(in end-November 2019). The com¬ 
mittee submitted its report on Au¬ 
gust 14 and the RBI’s Central Board 
in its meeting held on August 26, 
2019 accepted all the recommen¬ 
dations of the committee; accord¬ 
ingly it finalised its accounts for 
2018-19 using the revised frame¬ 
work. According to the accounts, 
the RBI has ended with an overall 
surplus of H,759.87 billion in 2018- 
19 as against ?500 billion in 2017- 
18, representing an increase of 
more than 250% (Table). 

But what are the constituents or 
purposes of the RBI’s excess capi¬ 
tal? There are two distinct types of 
items under it. While “Contingen¬ 
cy Fund (CF) and Asset Develop¬ 
ment Fund (ADF) represent provi¬ 


sions made for unforeseen 
contingencies and amount set 
aside for investment in subsidiar¬ 
ies and internal capital expendi¬ 
ture respectively”, components 
such as, “Currency and Gold Re¬ 
valuation Account (CGRA), Invest¬ 
ment Revaluation Account (IRA) 
and Foreign Exchange Forward 
Contracts Valuation Account 
(FCVA), represent unrealised 
marked to market gains/losses” 
(RBI, Annual Report, 2017-18). 

In assessing the economic capi¬ 
tal framework (ECF) of the RBI, 
the Jalan Committee justifiably 
went by the key premise, “As a 
central bank is a part of the Sove¬ 
reign, ensuring the credibility of 
the RBI is as important, if not 
more, to the Government as it is to 
the RBI itself”. Insofar as the 
methodology is concerned, the 
committee adopted the Expected 
Shortfall methodology (instead of 
the existing Stressed Value-at- 
Risk) for measuring market risk. 

An outlook 

But what are the risks to the RBI? 
In view of the RBI’s function as a 
lender of last resort, it needs to 
maintain some Contingent Risk 
Buffer (CRB) to insure the econo¬ 
my against any tail risk of financial 
stability crisis. The Jalan Commit¬ 
tee recommended that the CRB 
needs to be “maintained at a range 
of 5.5 per cent to 6.5 per cent of 
the RBI’s balance sheet which is 


above the available level of 2.4 per 
cent of balance sheet as on June 
30,2018”. Applying its recommen¬ 
dations to the RBI’s 2017-18 ba¬ 
lance sheet would result in RBI’s 
risk equity levels in a range of 
25.4% to 20.8% of balance sheet. 
In line with the methodology of 
the Jalan Committee, the amount 
of transfer of the RBI’s surplus to 
the government has been placed 
at H.76 lakh crore this year. 

In the lingo of a caricatured 
two-handed economist, several 
pointers can be flagged towards 
deciphering the folklore narra¬ 
tives. First, the Jalan committee 
does not seem to have compro¬ 
mised on arriving at the economic 
capital framework of the RBI and 
has calculated the extent of excess 
capital of the RBI under a set of 
fairly standard and conservative 
assumptions. Second, at this junc¬ 
ture of the Indian economy - 
when the spectre of a slowdown is 
looming large and when channels 
of credit disbursements are 
choked because of a lack of capital 
with the commercial banks - a 
transfer of such additional money 
to the government could enable 
the government to go in for bank 
recapitalisation in a big way and 
would be good for the economy. 
Third, the transfer of the addition¬ 
al surplus from the RBI could ena¬ 
ble the government to pursue ef¬ 
forts towards stimulating the 
economy while maintaining bud¬ 
get discipline. Remember, in pur¬ 
suing the fiscal stimulus of 2007- 
OS, fiscal deficit went up from 
2.5% to 6%. Of course, the final im¬ 
pact of such actions on the inde¬ 
pendence of the RBI would cru¬ 
cially depend upon the future 
course of such transfers. After all, 
we all know the story of the goose 
that laid the golden eggs.

Liberalism runs into national populism 

No country has found the golden mean between free-range liberalism and statism

J ust before the G-20 meeting in 
Osaka in June this year, Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
made headlines in the world me¬ 
dia with an interview to the Finan¬ 
cial Times in which he stated that 
liberalism had “become obsolete”. 
He went on to say that liberal ideas 
about refugees, migration and 
LGBTQ issues were now opposed 
by “the overwhelming majority of 
the population”. Even some west¬ 
ern nations, he went on, had priv¬ 
ately admitted that multicultural- 
ism was “no longer tenable”. 
There was a swift and critical res¬ 
ponse from the President of the 
European Council, Donald Tusk: 
“Whoever claims that liberal de¬ 
mocracy is obsolete also claims 
that freedoms are obsolete, that 
the rule of law is obsolete and that 
human rights are obsolete.” This 
was in fact not what Mr. Putin had 
alleged, but the wider question is 
why the Russian President is say¬ 
ing this now and whether he had a 
point. 

Defining liberalism? 

To start with, since liberalism 
means different things to Mr. Putin 
and Mr. Tusk, what is liberalism? 
This complex term, much used in 
India today in various contexts of 
opposition to the present Union 
government - and used in a dero¬ 
gatory sense by supporters of the 
government in respect of its de¬ 


tractors - might broadly encom¬ 
pass three definitions. There is 
economic liberalism, which ‘em¬ 
phasises free competition and the 
self-regulating market, and which 
is commonly associated with glo¬ 
balisation and minimal state inter¬ 
vention in the economy’. There is 
political liberalism, which for 
most commentators is founded on 
‘belief in progress, the essential 
goodness of the human being, the 
autonomy of the individual, and 
standing for political and civil li¬ 
berties’ as laid out in various Unit¬ 
ed Nations Covenants. And then 
there is social liberalism, ‘linked to 
the protection of minority groups, 
and such issues as LGBTQ rights 
and same-sex marriage’. 

Mr. Putin appeared critical of 
the ‘approach of some western go¬ 
vernments by specifically men¬ 
tioning immigration, multicultu- 
ralism and LGBTQ issues, and 
therefore seemed to focus on so¬ 
cial and political liberalism’. By no 
means is Mr. Putin the only world 
leader who dislikes this aspect of 
liberalism. The leaders of India, 
China, Turkey, Brazil, the Philip¬ 
pines and several others, even in 
Europe, believe highly centralised 
political systems work better for 
political stability and economic 
progress than western liberal 
democracies. 

Nevertheless, liberalism has 
been the dominant socio-political 
ideology in the West since the end 
of the Second World War, where it 
has been regarded as the norm un¬ 
til recently. However, many even 
in the West now believe it could be 
in decline, as evidenced by sup¬ 
port for Brexit in the United King¬ 
dom, or support for populist lead¬ 
ers such as President Donald

Trump in the U.S., Hungarian Pre¬ 
sident Viktor Orban or (former) 
Italian Deputy Prime Minister Mat- 
teo Salvini. David Runciman, pro¬ 
fessor of politics at Cambridge, 
contends that voters everywhere 
increasingly dislike and distrust 
elected representatives because 
western democracy has ceased to 
work and failed to deliver, and is 
headed for a long-drawn-out de¬ 
mise. The financial downturn in 
2008 marked a major turning 
point, with impunity for corrupt 
bankers and an attempt to return 
to status quo globalisation that al¬ 
lowed markets to determine eve¬ 
rything and led to major questions 
of identity and culture. Now glo¬ 
balisation is heading for a back¬ 
lash, leading to protection, local 
solutions and stronger nation 
states, and the growing conclusion 
that liberalism needs urgently to 
justify itself by addressing issues of 
inequality and the loss of a sense 
of community. 

Against migrants 

Mr. Putin said Germany made a 
mistake by admitting more than 
one million refugees. He said: 
“This liberal idea presupposes 
that nothing needs to be done- 
...because their rights as migrants 
have to be protected... It has come 


into conflict with the interests of 
the overwhelming majority of the 
population.” There is little doubt 
that Mr. Trump in America uses 
the immigration and minority is¬ 
sues, with their racial undertones, 
to bolster his core support. In Eu¬ 
ropean countries such as Greece, 
Germany and Italy that have been 
entry points for the recent wave of 
asylum seekers, attitudes towards 
immigrants have hardened since 
2014. Poland and Hungary do not 
favour the admission of refugees 
even fleeing from violence and 
war, and nearly all European Un¬ 
ion members are convinced that 
the EU has badly mismanaged the 
question of admission of refugees, 
which in turn has led to question¬ 
ing the very basis of Europe’s inte¬ 
gration project. 

Mr. Putin also deplored liberal 
governments dictating LGBTQ va¬ 
lues that “millions of people mak¬ 
ing up the core population” op¬ 
posed. “We have no problem with 
LGBT persons... but some things 
do appear excessive to us,” he stat¬ 
ed. Gender parity issues are 
strongly promoted in the British 
media and entertainment indus¬ 
try, and a storm arose in England 
recently over the teaching in prim¬ 
ary schools of same sex relation¬ 
ships and gender identity. Boy¬ 
cotts of various kinds, including of 
major sporting events, have been 
threatened because of alleged an¬ 
ti-gay sentiments or legal restric¬ 
tions. Nevertheless, same sex mar¬ 
riage is recognised only in some 
countries, others have the death 
penalty for homosexuality, and 
laws regarding LGBTQ rights vary 
widely across jurisdictions. As a 
generality, it can be stated that 
they are disfavoured in the vast 


majority of the non-western non- 
secularised world. 

Liberty vs. protest 

Why has Mr. Putin expressed his 
opinions now to a newspaper con¬ 
sidered a flag-bearer of liberalism? 
The Russian President’s position is 
that ‘his country has a specific and 
different kind of civilisation, 
where sovereignty trumps democ¬ 
racy and national unity, and stabil¬ 
ity trumps human rights’. West¬ 
ern-style liberalism that prioritises 
individual rights over those of so¬ 
ciety is regarded as a ‘challenge to 
his style of government’, which 
presents an alternative model. The 
same view is shared by China. The 
desire for liberty is recognised as 
universal, but the freedom to prot¬ 
est in unauthorised demonstra¬ 
tions and wilfully shatter the eco¬ 
nomy and tourism as in Hong 
Kong, or the freedom to blas¬ 
pheme and outrage the senti¬ 
ments of the devout, as in the 
French Charlie Hebdo case, or the 
freedom to bear arms as en¬ 
shrined in the U.S. Constitution, 
are only random examples that 
show that liberty has limitations, 
even if they are self-imposed. Rus¬ 
sia and China, with good reason, 
believe that unauthorised demon¬ 
strations open the way to foreign 
interference and ‘colour revolu¬ 
tions’. No country has found the 
golden mean between free-range 
liberalism and statism. When lib¬ 
eral government and liberal mo¬ 
dels are under pressure even in 
the flagship West, it is probably ‘as 
good a time as any for Mr. Putin to 
make his case’.

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Hope and hurt in Ladakh 

The Central government’s decision to convert Ladakh into a Union Territory set off celebrations in Leh, but raised concerns in Kargil. 
Damini Nath reports on the expectations and the apprehensions

I t is a pleasant Tuesday afternoon in 
Leh. It has been two weeks since the 
Central government’s announce¬ 
ment that Jammu and Kashmir’s special 
status stands scrapped and the State 
would be split into two Union Territo¬ 
ries: Jammu and Kashmir, and Ladakh. 
Decorations hang overhead in Leh mar¬ 
ket as visitors mill around and shop¬ 
keepers sell handicrafts, shawls, rugs, 
carpets and stone jewellery. There is 
happiness in the air. 

Just about 200 km away is Kargil’s 
market. Most shops selling clothes, dry 
fruits and household goods are open. 
Visitors walk around here too, but no 
one is rejoicing. Small groups of armed 
paramilitary personnel stand in the by¬ 
lanes and crossings; some sit on the 
steps of shops. They all keep a keen 
watch on the surroundings. There are 
barricades erected by the Jammu and 
Kashmir police throughout the market. 
Policemen in plain clothes, who identify 
themselves as ‘CID’ men, referring to 
the State Police’s Intelligence Wing, 
walk up and down the streets. They en¬ 
sure that groups of people disperse, 
although no restrictions on movement 
have been officially imposed in Kargil. 

Most shops re-opened in Kargil only 
the previous day, on August 20, after a 
strike protesting the government’s an¬ 
nouncement on August 5 was called off. 
This was one of the many strikes that 
were called by local religious and politi¬ 
cal groups under the banner of the Joint 
Action Committee to protest the deci¬ 
sion. The strikes all lasted for a few 
days, with shops closing and opening in¬ 
termittently. 

The two markets seem like they are 
located at two ends of the country. But 
they belong to the same region, Ladakh, 
which was a part of the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir and will be a Union Terri¬ 
tory without a Legislative Assembly 
from October 31. Both Leh and Kargil 
are governed by their own Autonomous 
Hill Development Councils, each having 
30 members. 

Soon after the government’s announ¬ 
cement, images and videos beamed on 
televisions and phones of the rest of In¬ 
dia, of citizens celebrating in Leh, 
where a demand for a separate Union 
Territory of Ladakh has existed for 
years. There were barely any images 
from Kargil town, which is unhappy 
with the government. The two towns 
are largely divided in their response. 
But what unites them is anxiety about 
the future of the Himalayan region. 


smiles broadly: “Now, there is one na¬ 
tion, one Constitution, and we are final¬ 
ly free of Kashmir.” 

Many in Leh believe that the domi¬ 
nance of Kashmir Valley-based political 
parties in State politics has resulted in 
discrimination against Ladakh. They 
say that Leh has always received less 
funds than required and has not seen 
development in years. “The politicians 
in Jammu and Kashmir ignored us. It 
doesn’t matter if we don’t have an As¬ 
sembly. We have the Hill Council. The 
government should now strengthen it 
further,” says Chota. “I struggled finan¬ 
cially to ensure that my daughter com¬ 
pleted her PhD. She completed it in 
2016. But she still can’t find a job. I hope 
the government does something about 
the job scenario,” he adds. 

Across the highway from Thiksey is 
Matho village, famously known for the 
Matho monastery which is perched atop 
a mountain. Matho is home to the La¬ 
dakh Bharatiya Janata Party MP Ja- 
myang Tsering Namgyal, who gained 
prominence after his speech in Parlia¬ 
ment on Article 370. Tsering Angchok, a 
farmer in Matho, says the whole village 
is very happy. He echoes Chota’s views 
and concerns: “Kashmir would take 
90% of the funds and leave us with just 
10%. Now that won’t happen,” he says. 
“But the quality of education here is just 
not as good as it is in the rest of the 
country. I don’t know how our people 
will compete with the rest of the coun¬ 
try,” he says. 

Down the road, Chhering Norbu sits 
outside a kirana shop. Norbu is an ex- 
serviceman. He worked in the State go¬ 
vernment after retiring from the Army. 
Retired from that job as well, Norbu 
hopes that his pension will come on 
time now. 

While the people are jubilant, politi¬ 
cal leaders in Leh are waiting for the go¬ 
vernment’s next move. Dorje Angchuk, 
the district unit president of Leh, says 
the BJP will “go to every village” to make 
people aware of what really has 
changed for Ladakh. “Some people are 
trying to compare us with other Union 
Territories. We have a Hill Council and 
the members will now work more like 
MLAs. Unlike the Delhi government, 
our Council has control over land. But 
we are still looking for more protection 
through the Sixth Schedule,” he says. 



On August 17, Namgyal wrote to the Un¬ 
ion Tribal Affairs Minister, Arjun Mun- 
da, asking him to make a representation 
to Home Minister Amit Shah for declar¬ 
ing Ladakh a tribal area under the Sixth 
Schedule of the Constitution. The Con- 
sitution makes special provisions for the 
administration of tribal-dominated 
areas in four States: Assam, Meghalaya, 
Tripura and Mizoram. Angchuk is confi¬ 
dent the Central government will fulfil 
Ladakh’s dream. 

Nawang Rigzin Jora, Leh’s Congress 
MLA and former Jammu and Kashmir 
Cabinet Minister, has fought for Union 
Territory status for Ladakh for decades. 
But he says the demand was always for a 
Union Territory with a legislature, an 
elected representative body. His consti¬ 
tuency is among the four Ladakh seats 
in the Jammu and Kashmir Assembly 
that will no longer exist. “We are look¬ 
ing at something like Article 371 that 
gives constitutional guarantees to the 
north-eastern States. If the Hill Councils 
are brought under that, many of our 
concerns would be taken care of. The 
BJP’s sincerity will be tested on whether 
it provides this constitutional guaran¬ 
tee,” he says. 

Unkept promises of development 

But standing in Kargil’s market as police 
vehicles race past with sirens blaring, 
Zarina, a private school teacher, ex¬ 
presses her anger. She says the Central 
government’s decision is akin to 
“snatching food from our mouths”. 

“On what basis did the government 
give us Union Territory status? Union 
Territories are usually small areas, but 
Ladakh is a vast region,” she says. Leh 
district, sitting at over 11,500 feet above 
sea level, has a population of 1.33 lakh. 
It is among the largest districts in the 
country in terms of area (45,110 sq km). 
“Just like the British, the BJP is trying to 
divide and rule,” says Zarina. “They did 
this just to break the Muslim majority of 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir. They 
can talk about development, but no de¬ 



velopment is going to happen. The com¬ 
mon people want their rights back.” 
The crowd that gathers around her nods 
in agreement. Ghulam Raza, a Kargil- 
based businessman, steps forward. 
“Modi came here in 2014. He told us 
that he would bring the ‘Gujarat model’ 
to Kargil. We are still waiting for that to 
happen,” he says. 

For Raza and many others in Kargil, 
memories of the 1999 war fought bet¬ 
ween India and Pakistan in the moun¬ 
tains of the district remain fresh. “We in 
Kargil sacrificed everything and sup¬ 
ported the Army. Our people carried 
provisions for the forces in the moun¬ 
tains, sometimes wearing their un¬ 
iforms. Our people lost lives and homes 
in the shelling. If it had not been for Kar¬ 
gil’s people, this would be in Pakistan 
today,” he says, pointing to the ground. 

Refuting the government’s claim that 
development works had suffered over 
the years due to Jammu and Kashmir’s 
status, Raza says the government had 
promised air connectivity to Kargil as 
well as a tunnel at Zoji La so that it 
wouldn’t get cut off from Srinagar dur¬ 
ing winter. “They haven’t fulfilled their 
own promises of development, so why 
talk of the State government,” he asks. 

Ladakh’s MP refutes these charges. In 
a crowded room at the BJP headquar¬ 
ters in New Delhi, three weeks after the 
government’s announcement, Namgyal 
says, “People need not have fears 
[about land and job security]. We asked 
for Union Territory status precisely be¬ 
cause we didn’t have the protections. 
Under Article 370, our land, jobs, socio¬ 
economic aspects and culture were not 
secure.” On the allegation that the 
Centre has failed to fulfil its promises, 
Namgyal says the expansion of Kargil 
airport “with ?200 crore given by the 
government is under process”. 

“As far as the Zoji La tunnel project is 
concerned, it was the Modi government 
that issued tenders. Congress leaders 
raised some objections. Then there was 
another tender. IL&FS came, but it had

financial troubles. So, there was yet 
another tender. The government is mak¬ 
ing all efforts possible to implement it,” 
he says, as party workers jostle to click 
selfies with him. 

Rejecting the notion that Kargil resi¬ 
dents are unhappy with the move and 
have come out on the streets, Namgyal 
says a small group of people is protest¬ 
ing “just to lodge its attendance”. “Kar¬ 
gil is not just one market. There are pe¬ 
ople spread over an area of 15,000 sq 
km. I represent all of them,” he says. 

In Kargil, though used to the pre¬ 
sence of armed forces given Ladakh’s lo¬ 
cation, locals say the sight of gun-wield¬ 
ing soldiers in the market has become 
the new normal since August 5. “We 
used to have faith in the government. 
Most of the people here were suppor¬ 
ters of India. Those who used to roam 
around with the tricolour in hand are 
now rethinking everything,” says Sajjad 
Hussain, who works as an education 
and health counsellor with the State go¬ 
vernment. The right to vote has been 
“snatched”, Hussain adds, with La¬ 
dakh’s representatives to the Jammu 
and Kashmir State Assembly not finding 
any space now. 

Communication woes 

Though phone lines have not been 
snapped in Kargil, mobile Internet has 
been cut off by the government citing 
“law and order” as the reason. Phone 
and Internet services in Leh have not 
been cut off, but the communication 
lockdown in the rest of Jammu and 
Kashmir has affected citizens. 

Mohammad Ali, a household goods 
shop owner in Kargil, says transporters 
have started demanding double the rate 
to bring products from Srinagar, fearing 
trouble. “Our stocks are running low. 
We did a hartal and it caused us losses, 
but we will keep our shops closed for a 
month if we have to. Article 370 was the 
backbone of Jammu and Kashmir and 
the government has removed it. We will 
not step back. We will continue our 
protests,” he says. 

“They have turned Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir into a jail. Is this democracy? We 
can’t speak to our relatives,” says Abdul 
Ghani Shah, a businessman from down¬ 
town Srinagar who is in Kargil on work. 
Interrupting him, a farmer, Mohammad 
Abbas, says, “Look, I’m dialling the lan¬ 
dline number of my relative.” The 
phone doesn’t connect though it has 
been a few days since the government 
announced restoration of landline con¬ 
nectivity in the Valley. Abbas says this 
news was merely “propaganda by the 
media”. 

Gyurmet, a taxi driver in Leh, rushes 
home three times a day in between air¬ 
port drops and city sightseeing trips 
with tourists. In November last year, he 
was diagnosed with kidney failure. 


which means he needs to get peritoneal 
dialysis done at home thrice a day. The 
solution that he needs for the proce¬ 
dure comes from Srinagar. “The phones 
are not working, so I have not been able 
to order the fluid. I’m running out of it. I 
don’t know when and how I will be able 
to get more. The other route to get it is 
through Manali, but it’s much longer 
and more expensive,” he says. 

An uncertain future 

For now, Kargil is waiting and watching. 
Sheikh Nazir Mehdi Mohammadi, presi¬ 
dent of the Islamia School that is the 
hub of the Shia Muslim community in 
Kargil, and the chairman of the Joint Ac¬ 
tion Committee, says there is a lot of vis¬ 
ible anger. “Since August 5, there have 
been protests and hartals. There were 
some students from outside who resort¬ 
ed to pelting stones and objectionable 
sloganeering. We made it clear in the 
Friday prayers that we condemn this. 
We are reminding people to respect the 
law and to demand our rights within the 
law,” he says. The committee, he says, 
may call another hartal if the Chief Se¬ 
cretary does not meet its 
representatives. 

The Ladakhis fear that outsiders may 
buy land and take away their jobs which 
were earlier kept for the locals. With the 
isolated region already facing employ¬ 
ment issues (according to the 2011 Cen¬ 
sus, the percentage of non-workers in 
Leh and Kargil districts are 43.76% and 
63.16%, respectively), jobs seem to be 
on everyone’s mind. “The next genera¬ 
tion will suffer the most,” says Najumu- 
nisa, a government staff nurse working 
in Kargil town. If they have to compete 
with students from across the country 
for government jobs, they will find it all 
the more difficult to find employment 
now, she says. 

Zehra Bano in Chuchot Shama village 
in Leh is stunned that the decision was 
taken without consulting anyone. “Even 
when there is a wedding in the village, 
we all get together before it is fixed. 
Here the government took such a big de¬ 
cision, but didn’t talk to anyone,” she 
says quietly. Her puzzlement slowly 
turns to anger. “They [government] can 
do anything they want. But they can at 
least keep the phones working, right? 
Our children are studying in Srinagar 
and we can’t speak to them. What is the 
fault of our poor children? My brothers 
are all in the Army. We have given our 
lives for Hindustan, but Hindustan has 
done this to us,” she says. 

Everyone is worried about the future. 
In Leh, though happy, people want to 
know if their land and employment op¬ 
portunities will be protected. Kargil’s 
residents want to find out where the of¬ 
fice of the new Lieutenant-Governor 
will be. Questions and concerns are ma¬ 
ny, answers and assurances few. 
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10 public sector banks 
to be merged 


The fourth merger is of In¬ 
dian Bank and Allahabad 
Bank. This, too, would lead 
to a doubling of the size of 
the business and also lead to 
a huge potential for scaling 
up due to the complemen¬ 
tary networks of the two 
banks. 

“There will be no re¬ 
trenchment due to these 
mergers, as was shown in 
the case of the Bank of Baro- 
da merger also,” Ms. Sithara- 
man said.

Following all these merg¬ 
ers, the country will have a 
total of 12 public sector 
banks, half of which - Pun¬ 
jab National Bank, Canara 
Bank, Union Bank of India, 
Indian Bank, State Bank of 
India, and Bank of Baroda - 
will be able to compete at a 
global level, the Finance Mi¬ 
nister said. 

Bank of India and Central 


Bank of India will both be 
able to expand their nation¬ 
al presences, she said, while 
Indian Overseas Bank, UCO 
Bank, Bank of Maharashtra, 
and Punjab and Sind Bank 
will be able to strengthen 
their regional focus. 

The government did not 
give the date by which these 
mergers are to be complet¬ 
ed, as that decision will be 
taken following further con¬ 
solidation with the relevant 
banks. 

Apart from the mergers, 
Ms. Sitharaman also an¬ 
nounced a number of small¬ 
er reforms to the boards of 
the banks aimed at improv¬ 
ing their efficiency and ac¬ 
countability. In order to 
make the management ac¬ 
countable to the boards of 
the banks, a board commit¬ 
tee would be made in 
charge of appraising the 
performance of officers of 
the rank of general manag¬ 
ers and above, including the 
managing director. 


Expect peace after NRC release, says Assam DGP 


He says situation 
is normal and 
under control

The Assam Police have dis¬ 
pelled “apprehensions” 
about the deterioration of 
law and order in the State af¬ 
ter the publication of the fi¬ 
nal National Register of Citi¬ 
zens (NRC) on Saturday. 

But it said 218 companies 
of Central paramilitary forc¬ 
es, besides the State police, 
have been deployed follow¬ 
ing a security assessment by 
the district police chiefs.

Barely hours before the pu¬ 
blication of the National Re¬ 
gister of Citizens (NRC), Bish¬ 
al Biswas sat at the office of 
the West Bengal State Ar¬ 
chives in Kolkata, almost 
1,000 km from his home in 
Rangia town of Assam’s 
Kamrup district. With the 
23-year-old and three other 
members of his family, in¬ 
cluding his grandmother, 
finding their names missing 
from the NRC, Mr. Biswas 
was at the archives to trace 
legacy data. 

Mr. Biswas’s late grand¬ 
father Suresh Biswas and 
grandmother Basana Biswas 
hailed from West Bengal’s 
Cooch Behar and he hoped 
to find their names in the vo¬ 
ters list of the Tufanganj As¬ 


sembly seat of Cooch Behar 
district. Mr. Biswas was ac¬ 
companied by his friend and 
neighbour Chandan Das, 
who faces a similar predica¬ 
ment: the exclusion of the 
names of family members in 
the NRC. Both had arrived at 
the archives around 11 a.m., 
and hoped that they would 
get the certificates by 
evening. 

By the evening, both Mr. 
Biswas and Mr. Das had lo¬ 
cated the names of their 
grandparents in the voters’ 
list of Tufanganj for the 1966 
Assembly polls. Certificates 
mentioning the names of 
their grandparents with rele¬ 
vant details like the father’s 
name and address were pro¬ 
vided by the State Archives 
on payment of 120 as search 
fees and Z5 as the charge for 


a certified copy. 

“I know it is too late,” Mr. 
Biswas said. “But we are 
hoping against hope. Maybe 
these documents will help us 
prove our case before 
courts,” he added. Mr. Das, 
however, was not optimistic, 


“Let us see what we can do. 
At least, we have the proof 
now to say that we are In¬ 
dians,” he said. 

The neighbours from Ran¬ 
gia were not the only visitors 
to the State Archives on Fri¬ 
day. Twelve people includ¬ 


ing Kohinoor Begum, Abu 
Zafer, Saifuddin Mondal and 
Anwar Hossain Mondal were 
among those who had col¬ 
lected certificates, which 
they intend to use as legacy 
data. 

In fact, Anwar Hossain 
was among the first to arrive 
at the government office at 
10 a.m. His niece Noor Ja- 
han, who had been married 
into a family in Assam’s Dhu- 
bri, has been left out of the 
NRC and the uncle was seek¬ 
ing details on Noor Jahan’s 
grandfather, Chaleman 
Mian, in any of the voters’ 
lists from the 1950s or 1960s 
in Cooch Behar. 

Descendants of all Indian 
citizens, who moved to As¬ 
sam after March 24,1971, are 
eligible to register for the 
NRC, provided they furnish 


proof of residence in anoth¬ 
er part of the country as on 
or before that day. 

4,000 certificates 

Subodh Chandra Das, Assis¬ 
tant Director of the State Ar¬ 
chives, said that between Au¬ 
gust 1 and 30, 207 

certificates had been issued 
to people from Assam. 

“You cannot turn them 
away. They come here with 
so much hope. I don’t know 
what they will do with these 
documents hours before the 
final list. But we are giving 
them anyway,” Mr. Das of the 
the Archives said. 

“The Archives has issued 
4,000 certificates in the past 
two years,” Mr. Das said. “I 
expect to see a few people 
applying [even] on Monday,” 
he added.

“I have been saying for 
the past six months that 
there should be a new Con¬ 


gress chief and I repeated it 
today. Since I became the 
Chief Minister, I had suggest¬ 
ed to appoint a chief but I 
was asked to continue be¬ 
cause of the Lok Sabha elec¬ 
tions,” Mr. Kamal Nath told 
reporters after meeting Ms. 
Gandhi. 

Constant firefighting 

For the interim Congress 
chief, it has been literally a fi¬ 
refighting exercise as her 
meeting with Mr. Nath 
comes a day after she met 
former Haryana Chief Minis¬ 
ter Bhupinder Singh Hooda.

The Himachal Pradesh As¬ 
sembly passed a Bill on Fri¬ 
day against conversion by 
force, inducement or 
through marriages solem¬ 
nised for the “sole purpose” 
of adopting a new religion. 

The Opposition support¬ 
ed the Himachal Pradesh 
Freedom of Religion Bill, 
2019, which was passed un¬ 
animously by voice vote. 

Replying to the discus¬ 
sion, Chief Minister Jai Ram 
Thakur said a new stringent 
legislation was required as 
“forced conversion”, espe¬ 
cially in Rampur and Kin- 
naur, was “on the rise”. 

The Bill seeks to repeal 
the Himachal Pradesh Free¬ 



dom of Religion Act, 2006, 
which is on similar lines. The 
new Bill proposes stricter 
punishments - up to seven 
years in jail - compared to 
the three years under the ex¬ 
isting law. 

The Bill prohibits conver¬ 
sion by misrepresentation, 
force, undue influence, coer¬ 
cion, inducement, marriage 
or fraudulent means. Any 
marriage for the sole pur¬ 
pose of conversion will also 
be declared null and void un¬ 
der Section 5 of the Bill. 

While participating in the 
discussion on the Bill, Con¬ 
gress legislators Asha Kuma- 
ri, Sukhvinder Sukhu, Jagat 
Singh Negi and lone CPI(M) 
MLA Rakesh Singha sought 
changes in some clauses.

“Shri Nripendra Misra is 
among the most outstand¬ 
ing officers, who has a great 
grasp of public policy and 
administration. When I was 
new to Delhi in 2014, he 
taught me a lot and his gui¬ 
dance remains extremely 
valuable,” Mr. Modi 
tweeted. 

According to Mr. Modi, 
Mr. Misra had helped him 
not just on a personal capac¬ 
ity but had been an impor¬ 
tant aide in the past five 
years in the PMO.

J&K children to get psychological first aid 


Hospital opens child-friendly centres as the long lockdown can inflict psycho-social trauma

The lockdown and communi¬ 
cation blockade in Jammu 
and Kashmir can potentially 
inflict short- or long-term 
psycho-social trauma in chil¬ 
dren, say doctors at the Insti¬ 
tute of Mental Health and 
Neuro Sciences (IMHANS) of 
the Government Medical Col¬ 
lege here. 

“Adults may adapt to the 
clampdown through cultural¬ 
ly transmitted coping me¬ 
chanisms such as indulging 
in shop-front debates. Ho¬ 
wever, it’s taking a toll on the 
mental health of children 
with their eight-hour routine 
completely disturbed. They 
have no access to schools, 
any means of entertainment 
or the Internet, making them 
vulnerable to psycho-social 
abnormalities,” says Zaid Ah¬ 
mad, a senior psychiatrist at 
the institute. 


The IMHANS has come up 
with a contingency plan and 
in the first phase, will reach 
out to children (up to the age 
of 16) in distress in the dis¬ 
tricts of Kulgam, Shopian, 
Anantnag and Pulwama. The 
UNICEF-backed Child Gui¬ 
dance and Wellbeing Centre 


at the IMHANS has identified 
child-friendly centres in 
schools, homes and angan- 
wadi centres in these districts 
“to provide psychological 
first aid”. 

“The animators and volun¬ 
teers at the 36 centres will be 
given training on psychologi¬ 


cal first aid to deal with chil¬ 
dren facing mental health is¬ 
sues,” Syed Karrar Hussian, a 
child psychiatrist with the 
UNICEF, told The Hindu. 

The need for a contingen¬ 
cy plan was felt after the 
number of the children visit¬ 
ing IMHANS fell by one-fifth 


after the August 5 decision. 

“Those who visited us 
complained of flared-up 
symptoms because of the 
fearful environs and dysfunc¬ 
tional social spaces. There is 
no peer group interaction, al¬ 
lowing children to share their 
stories, that act as a protec¬ 
tive mechanism. Parents are 
finding it hard to deal with 
such children,” Dr. Hussain 
said. 

Permanent scars 

He said that in case of pro¬ 
longed absence of normalcy, 
reserves of coping mechan¬ 
isms may vanish. “Once a 
child exhausts all coping 
measures, he starts interna¬ 
lising the situation, resulting 
in self-perpetuating transmis¬ 
sion of memory. The trauma 
inflicted may keep manifest¬ 
ing itself later in the life, and 
child delinquency is likely to 
go up,” he said.

As fires rage through Brazil’s 
Amazon forests, the govern¬ 
ment led by President Jair 
Bolsonaro has rejected criti¬ 
cism of its handling of the 
situation and rebuffed a 
pledge by the G-7 to fund 
$20 million for the fire-fight¬ 
ing operation, named “Oper¬ 
ation Green Brazil”. 

In an interview, Brazilian 
Ambassador Andre Aranha 
Correa do Lago says coping 
with the fires is a challenge, 
but must be seen as Brazil’s 
internal problem. 

How long will it take to 
douse the fires and how 
much is it likely to cost? 

■ The whole world is look¬ 
ing at this issue because of 
the severity of the fires, but 
also because the Amazon is 
the largest tropical forest left 
in the world. So the solidari¬ 
ty over the tragedy has been 
stronger than anyone ex¬ 
pected. What we feel in Bra¬ 
zil, as we evaluate the cost 
and damage, is that it is also 
necessary to see the context 
in which these fires are oc¬ 
curring. This is the dry sea¬ 
son in Brazil and many fires 
do occur each year at this 
time although there have 
probably been more fires 
this year. We are taking all 
measures to control them; 
our President [Bolsonaro] 
gave a national address 
pledging zero tolerance on 
illegal deforestation, and pe¬ 
ople deliberately setting 
fires. 

Why did Brazil reject the 
G-7 pledge of $20 million to 
deal with the fires? 

■ I think we have to consider 
the bigger picture: the fires 
are not a surprise and they 
are not happening for the

first time. Brazil is a country 
well capable of dealing with 
this issue and we have the 
most experience in tackling 
these fires. We have already 
established many interna¬ 
tional mechanisms to be 
able to access resources that 
are needed for this kind of 
challenge. The way the issue 
was taken to the G-7 was a 
kind of affront to Brazil’s so¬ 
vereignty, as if no one in Bra¬ 
zil was dealing with it, when 
in fact Brazil is a leader in 
combating deforestation 
and forest fires. When the 
G-7 was discussing the pro¬ 
blem in our country, they 
should have ensured that 
Brazil was also invited to the 
session. 

Can the environment ever 
be a sovereign issue? You 
may say the Amazon is an 
internal issue since it is in 
Brazil but the forests there 
are called the lungs of the 
world... 

■ The issue of sovereignty 
has been discussed for a 
long time about the Ama¬ 
zon. Parts of the forest are in 
different countries and we 
are each conscious of the 
treasure we have, and we are 
all sensitive to the need for 


its sustainable development 
so that it benefits the local 
populations that live there. 
We have 20 million people 
living in the Brazilian Ama¬ 
zon and we need to find ac¬ 
tivities for them that are 
compatible with its preser¬ 
vation. Although we are a 
developing country we have 
the most extraordinary insti¬ 
tutions to study the Amazon 
and understand how to pre¬ 
serve it. So for the G-7 to be¬ 
lieve they can just give a cer¬ 
tain amount of money and 
that will solve the problem is 
to disrespect the years of 
work and negotiations that 
Brazil has undertaken for 
the Amazon. It has not that 
we refuse all aid, but it has to 
be done with some thought. 

Is there space for 
cooperation with India? 

■ The Brazilian-preserved 
Amazon is larger than all of 
India. Can you imagine what 
it takes to have capacity and 
equipment to fight fires in an 
area the size of India? India 
and Brazil are very close on 
all discussions on climate 
change and in financing for 
the developing world, par¬ 
ticularly in the BASIC group.

A Sri Lankan court on Friday 
directed the police to exh¬ 
ume the remains of an East¬ 
er Sunday terror suspect 
from a cemetery in the east¬ 
ern district of Batticaloa, fol¬ 
lowing residents’ protests 
amid tenuous communal re¬ 
lations in the multi-ethnic 
district. 

Earlier, Muslims of Kat- 
tankudy town in Batticaloa 
had rejected burial space for 
Mohamed Nazar Mohamed 
Azad, who authorities said 
blew himself up at the local 
Zion Church, killing dozens 
including children in the 
April 21 Easter Sunday serial 


blasts. Over 250 people died 
and scores were injured in 
the bombings in and around 
Colombo and in Batticaloa. 

Muslims across the island 
vehemently condemned the 
terror attack and refused to 
allow burial of the suspects’ 
remains in any of their bu¬ 
rial grounds, saying, “They 
are not Muslims.” 

According to Sunday 
Times , the District Secretary 
of Batticaloa told reporters 
recently that the authorities 
decided to bury the remains 
of the alleged suicide bom¬ 
ber at a Hindu cemetery in 
Kalliyankaadu. 

However, residents and 
some local politicians prot¬ 


ested, saying the move hurt 
their sentiments. Protesters 
took to the streets until pol¬ 
ice fired tear gas at them, 
and the situation on the 
ground remained volatile ov¬ 
er the past week. 

On Friday, the Batticaloa 
Magistrate’s Court ordered 
that the remains of the al¬ 
leged bomber be exhumed 
from the Kalliyakandu ceme¬ 
tery, and be buried elsewh¬ 
ere before Sept. 2, local me¬ 
dia said. “The remains will 
be exhumed on Monday and 
kept in a mortuary until the 
government agent finds a 
suitable place to bury them,” 
police spokesman Ruwan 
Gunasekera told Reuters.

PM has narrowed the lawmakers’ 
opportunities to reject his Brexit plans

British Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson’s move to “pro¬ 
rogue” or suspend Parlia¬ 
ment for five weeks has trig¬ 
gered furious responses 
from opposition leaders. The 
decision comes at a time 
when Britain is inching clos¬ 
er towards the October 31 
deadline for Brexit. 

What is prorogation? 

Typically, prorogation 
means bringing a parliamen¬ 
tary session to an end by the 
monarch on the advice of the 
government. In this case. 
Queen Elizabeth II approved 
Mr. Johnson’s request to sus¬ 
pend Parliament between 


September 9-12 and October 
14. Usually, Parliament is 
prorogued every year. But 
the current session began in 
2017 - Theresa May, Mr. 
Johnson’s predecessor, 
didn’t recommend proroga¬ 
tion last year due to Brexit 
talks. In the new session, to 
be opened by the Queen on 
October 14, the government 
can present a new legislative 
agenda. 

What does it mean? 

By suspending Parliament, 
Mr. Johnson has effectively 
narrowed the lawmakers’ 
opportunities to reject his 
Brexit plans. The MPs, who 
are currently on recess, are 
supposed to be back in Par¬

liament on September 3. Be¬ 
fore the suspension of Parlia¬ 
ment, they were scheduled 
to be in session till Septem¬ 
ber 16. This would have been 
crucial time for rebel MPs to 
come up with legislation 
against a no-deal Brexit, 
which Mr. Johnson has not 
ruled out. Now that Parlia¬ 
ment will be closed on either 
September 9 or 12, the time 
available for MPs in the cur¬ 


rent session to legislate 
against a potential no-deal 
Brexit has shrunk. 

Usually, MPs go on recess 
in the third week of Septem¬ 
ber every year for their party 
conferences and reconvene 
in early October. This year, 
the plan was to take break

from September 17 to Octob¬ 
er 8 so that they will have at 
least three weeks to discuss 
Brexit plans before the Oc¬ 
tober 31 deadline. But after 
Mr. Johnson’s move, the 
Queen will reopen Parlia¬ 
ment on October 14. There’s 
an EU summit on October 17- 
18 in which Mr. Johnson 
could seek a fresh Brexit 
deal. 

After the summit, if he has 
a new deal, he will present it 


to the lawmakers, which 
means the MPs will get only 
nine working days to either 
pass or reject the deal. 

What is next? 

Mr. Johnson’s plan is clearly 
to cut short the time availa¬ 
ble for MPs. With a reduced 
timeframe, he will try to 
force his Brexit legislation 
through Parliament. Once 
Parliament reconvenes, Mr. 
Johnson would ask the law¬ 
makers either to support his 
plan or get ready for a no- 
deal exit. When Theresa May 
was the Prime Minister, MPs 
rejected her Brexit deal 
thrice. They failed to come 
up with an alternative plan 
either. MPs won’t have many 
options this time. The threat 
of no-deal will be hanging ov¬ 
er them with the clock tick¬ 
ing fast.

Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday laid 
out the broad strokes for the 
recapitalisation plan for pu¬ 
blic sector banks, providing 
the approximate allocation 
breakup for about £55,000 
crore of the £70,000 crore 
promised in the Budget. 

Ms. Sitharaman, while 
speaking at a press confe¬ 
rence to announce the merg¬ 
er of 10 public sector banks 
into four entities, said that 
the final figures for the allo¬ 
cation would be decided fol¬ 
lowing consultation with the 
banks themselves, but that 
the figures provided on Fri¬ 
day were reasonably 
accurate. 

Finance Secretary Rajiv 
Kumar said, as of now, the 
recapitalisation amount 
would remain at £70,000 
crore, and added that the 
mergers announced on Fri¬ 


day were all that the govern¬ 
ment had envisaged so far. 

“As the Finance Minister 
said, the government is fully 
committed to making the 
banks robust,” Mr. Kumar 
said at the press conference. 
“However, after seeing the 
fundamentals of the banks 


before and after the merger, 
we see no reason for the re¬ 
capitalisation amount to ex¬ 
ceed the £70,000 crore 
announced.” 

“As of now, the roadmap 
for mergers is final,” Mr. Ku¬ 
mar added. “Twelve is the 
right number of banks which 


should remain.” Punjab Na¬ 
tional Bank, which will now 
be merged with Oriental 
Bank of Commerce and Unit¬ 
ed Bank, will receive the 
highest share of the capital 
infusion of about £6,000 
crore. Union Bank of India, 
which is to be merged with 
Andhra Bank and Corpora¬ 
tion Bank, will receive about 
HI,700 crore. 

Punjab National Bank will, 
post-merger, become the se¬ 
cond-largest bank in the 
country, after State Bank of 
India. The amalgamated Un¬ 
ion Bank of India will be¬ 
come the fifth-largest bank. 

Bank of Baroda, which 
had earlier been merged 
with Dena Bank and Vijaya 
Bank, will likely receive 
£7,000 crore, and will be the 
third-largest bank in India. 

Canara Bank, to be 
merged with Syndicate 
Bank, will receive about 
£3,500 crore of the capital 


infusion. It will be the fourth- 
largest bank in India, post¬ 
merger. Indian Bank, which 
will be merged with Allaha¬ 
bad Bank, will receive about 
?2,500 crore, and will be the 
seventh-largest bank. 

The government also an¬ 
nounced the tentative recap¬ 
italisation breakup for the re¬ 
maining smaller banks. Of 
these, Indian Overseas Bank 
is to receive about £3,800 
crore. Central Bank of India 
£3,300 crore, UCO Bank 
£2,100 crore. United Bank of 
India £,600 crore, and Pun¬ 
jab & Sind Bank will get 
about £750 crore. 

The Finance Minister had 
announced the U0,000 
crore recapitalisation pack¬ 
age for public sector banks in 
the Budget, and had said that 
given the stronger financials 
of the banking sector, this 
amount would be used as 
growth capital and to in¬ 
crease credit outflow. 


‘Reform measures for banks already kickstarted’ 

Finance Minister cites reduction in interest rates, launch of more repo rate-linked loan products

Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday said 
that several steps had alrea¬ 
dy been taken to implement 
the reform measures she had 
announced last week for the 
banking sector, including the 
launch of more repo rate- 
linked loan products by 
banks. 

“The seven announce¬ 
ments we have made, partic¬ 
ularly on the interest rate re¬ 
duction and also for the 
banks to follow up, you’ve 
had quite a few product 
launches by the public sector 
banks and instructions for 
compliance have all been is¬ 
sued,” Ms. Sitharaman said 


at a press conference on Fri¬ 
day to announce the second 
wave of reforms the govern¬ 
ment is initiating to revive 
the economy. 

According to the Finance 
Minister, eight public sector 
banks have launched repo 
rate-linked home loans, vehi¬ 
cle loans, mortgage, and 
cash-credit loan products. 
Last week, she had said that 
the government had consult¬ 
ed banks and that they had 
agreed to launch such pro¬ 
ducts aimed at ensuring the 
transmission of rate cuts by 
the RBI to end consumers. 

‘Instructions given’ 

Ms. Sitharaman also said that 
instructions had been given

to the banks to ensure the 
time-bound return of loan 
documents following the clo¬ 
sure of loans. This mechan¬ 
ism would be done through 
the core banking system and 
regional managers would be 
responsible. Last week, she 


had said that banks would re¬ 
turn loan documents within 
15 days of the closure of the 
loan. 

Similarly, to facilitate on¬ 
line tracking of loan docu¬ 
ments, as announced last 
week, the Finance Minister 
said that such a system had 
been initiated, with borrow¬ 
ers able to track their loans 
on the loan management sys¬ 
tems of their banks. 

‘One-time policy’ 

The government had last 
week announced a transpa¬ 
rent one-time policy that will 
be issued by banks to enable 
MSME and retail borrowers 
to settle their overdues. In¬ 
structions for this had been 


issued to the banks, Ms. Sith¬ 
araman said. 

“Particularly for the 
NBFCs, the support we had 
promised, which includes 
housing finance corpora¬ 
tions, the partial credit gua¬ 
rantee schemes have all been 
executed,” Ms. Sitharaman 
said. “Sanction has begun 
with £3,300 crore already gi¬ 
ven, and above £30,000 
crore is in the pipeline. So, li¬ 
quidity is reaching them.” 

The Finance Minister also 
said that the plan for the co¬ 
origination of loans between 
banks and NBFCs an¬ 
nounced last week had alrea¬ 
dy rolled into motion, with 
bank-NBFC tie-ups, with four 
NBFCs already in place.

Can 10 ‘weak’ banks together 
create four large, strong banks? 

Nine have net NPAs of over 5%, close to PCA risk threshold

Out of the 10 banks that the 
government has decided to 
merge to create four, nine 
have net non-performing as¬ 
sets (NPAs) of over 5%. Only 
Indian Bank’s net NPA is be¬ 
low 5%, at 3.75%, as on 
March 31,2019. 

United Bank of India, for 
example, has a net NPA of 
8.67% as on March 31 with 
provision coverage ratio 
(PCR) of only 51.17%. As a re¬ 
sult, the merged entity will 
have a net NPA of 6.61% and 
PCR of 59.59%. 

United Bank of India is al¬ 
so under the prompt correc¬ 
tive action framework (PCA) 
of the RBI due to high NPA. 

Punjab National Bank 
(PNB), which suffered a loss 
of about £4,000 crore last 
year in the Nirav Modi scam, 
has a net NPA of 6.55%, 
while Oriental Bank of Com¬ 
merce, which came out of 
the PCA framework earlier 
this year, has a net NPA of 
5.93%. These three banks 
will create the second lar¬ 
gest public sector bank after 
State Bank of India with 
around £8 lakh crore of 
business. 

Net NPA of 6% is one of 
the risk threshold of PCA, 
the breach of which could 
invite restrictions by RBI. 

Both banks in the second 
merger - Canara Bank and 
Syndicate Bank - have low a 


provision coverage ratio of 
41.5% and 48.8% respective¬ 
ly. The merged entity’s PCR 
will be 44.32%, much lower 
than the regulatory comfort 
of 70%. The net NPAs are al¬ 
so high at 5.37% for Canara 
and 6.16% for Syndicate. 

Net NPAs of all the three 
banks in the third merger - 
Union Bank, Andhra Bank 
and Corporation Bank - are 
around 6%, with Union Bank 
having the highest at 6.85%. 
Andhra Bank’s net NPA is 
5.73%, while that of Corpora¬ 
tion Bank is 5.7%. The com¬ 
bined NPA will be 6.3%. 

Harmony in asset quality 

“The amalgamation will re¬ 
quire harmonisation of asset 
quality and provisioning le¬ 
vels among the merging 
banks and may spike the cre¬ 
dit provisions this year as 
was seen in the recent merg¬ 
er of Bank of Baroda,” said 
Anil Gupta, vice-president 
and sector head - Financial 
Sector Ratings, ICRA. He ad¬ 
ded that given the sizeable 
capital infusion being an¬ 
nounced for amalgamating 
banks, the merger was un¬ 
likely to be credit negative 
for merging banks. 

Asset quality of the fourth 
set - Indian Bank with Alla¬ 
habad Bank - looks much 
better, mainly because of the 
lower NPA of the former. 
The combined net NPA is 
4.39%. Indian Bank’s provi¬ 


sion coverage ratio is, ho¬ 
wever lower, at 49.13%. 

Due to high bad loans of 
the merged entities, profita¬ 
bility could be impacted in 
the near term. 

“Merger related issues in¬ 
cluding HR/IT related syn¬ 
chronisation, branch ration¬ 
alisation ad realigning NPAs 
could impact interim profit¬ 
ability,” said Mona Khetan, 
banking analyst with Re¬ 
liance Securities. 

Geographical synergies 

The fourth set also has geo¬ 
graphical synergies. Allaha¬ 
bad Bank, headquartered in 
Kolkata, is stronger in east 
and north India, while In¬ 
dian Bank has strong pre¬ 
sence in the south. 

This geographical syner¬ 
gy is somewhat missing in 
the other three sets. In the 
first set, both PNB and OBC 
are north-based, with strong 
presence. Similarly, both 
Canara Bank and Syndicate 
Bank have strong presence 
in the south. In the third set, 
Andhra Bank and Corpora¬ 
tion Bank have strong pre¬ 
sence in the south, while Un¬ 
ion Bank is headquartered 
in Mumbai, with a national 
presence. 

However, in all the four 
sets of merger, there is 
technological synergy as all 
the banks in a particular 
bucket have similar core 
banking solution platforms.

lakh crore of Allahabad 
Bank. 


Indian Bank’s NPA ratio 
stood at 3.75% and Allaha¬ 
bad Bank’s at 5.22%. The 
CAR stood at 13.21% and 
12.51%, respectively. 

During FY19, Indian Bank 
reported a net profit of £322 
crore while Allahabad Bank 
incurred a loss of ?8,334 
crore. 

‘Too early to mark date’ 

“The proposed merger will 
not result either in closure of 
branches or retrenchment 
of employees.

Appellate tribunal dismisses 
govt.’s plea in Videocon case 

Centre sought $314 mn towards its share of‘profit petroleum’

The government’s demand 
to recover $314 million along 
with applicable interest from 
Videocon Industries Ltd. to¬ 
wards the former’s share of 
profit petroleum from Rawa 
Oil Field has been dismissed 
by the National Company 
Law Appellate Tribunal 
(NCLAT). 

The government, through 
the Petroleum Ministry, had 
issued a demand notice dat¬ 
ed October 22, 2018 to Vide¬ 
ocon Industries, raising a de¬ 
mand to assign and allocate 
100% of the sale proceeds/oil 
and gas invoices in favour of 
the government with imme¬ 
diate effect. This was for re¬ 
covering the provisional sum 
of $314 million together with 
applicable interest towards 
the unpaid government 



share of profit petroleum. 

“It is open to the corpo¬ 
rate debtor [Videocon] to re¬ 
cover any amount as per law 
and award, if any, passed in 
its favour. It was in this back¬ 
ground the adjudicating 
authority rightly held that 
during the period of morato¬ 
rium, the Union of India, Mi¬ 
nistry of Petroleum and Nat¬ 
ural Gas (Exploration 
Division), cannot recover 
any amount, nor can issue 
demand notice to the corpo¬ 


rate debtor through ‘Interim 
Resolution Professional’ to 
pay any amount. In the afo¬ 
resaid background, we hold 
that the adjudicating author¬ 
ity rightly stayed [the] de¬ 
mand notice dated October 
22, 2018 during the penden¬ 
cy of the resolution process 
as long as the moratorium is 
applicable on the corporate 
debtor,” the order reviewed 
by The Hindu said. 

The share of profit petro¬ 
leum belongs to the Rawa 
Oil Field, in which Videocon 
Industries has 25% partici¬ 
pating interest. 

NCLAT also upheld the 
NCLT’s decision that Minis¬ 
try of Petroleum can lodge 
its claim for any legally en¬ 
forceable right of recovery 
through ‘resolution profes¬ 
sional’, thereby not render¬ 
ing it without any remedy.

‘Shows resolve to address slowdown’

The government’s move to 
consolidate public sector 
banks indicates its resolve to 
address the slowdown in 
GDP growth, as the coun¬ 
try’s economy expanded at 
its weakest pace in over six 
years in the April-June quar¬ 
ter of 2019-20, industry said 
on Friday. 

A sharp deceleration in 
manufacturing output and 
subdued farm sector activi¬ 
ty pulled down India’s gross 
domestic product (GDP) 
growth to 5% in the April- 
June quarter. 

The gross value added 
(GVA) growth in the manu¬ 
facturing sector tumbled to 
0.6% in the first quarter of 
this fiscal from 12.1% expan¬ 
sion a year ago. 

“Well this certainly 
ruined my Friday & will 


dampen the weekend. A lot 
of work to be done. But I re¬ 
main steadfastly optimistic. 
Was pleased to see the bank 
consolidation announced 
by @nsitharaman. A ‘reform 
a week’ is just the kind of 
tonic we need...,” Mahindra 
Group Chairman Anand Ma¬ 
hindra tweeted. 

‘Now, with the govern¬ 
ment and the Reserve Bank 
having common prescrip¬ 
tion, the economy should 
bottom out soon and things 
should improve in the com¬ 
ing quarters,’ Assocham 
president B.K. Goenlca said. 

Commenting on the con¬ 
solidation exercise, FICCI 
president Sandip Somany 
said “the decision reflected 
the government’s commit¬ 
ment to provide the country 
the financial base on which 
we can grow and move to¬ 
wards the $5-trillion mark.” 


‘Weak asset 
quality is a 
concern’

Rating agencies have raised 
concerns over the merger 
of public sector banks an¬ 
nounced by Finance Minis¬ 
ter Nirmala Sitharaman cit¬ 
ing weak asset quality, but 
said mergers could be cre¬ 
dit positive. 

“The announced conso¬ 
lidation of PSU banks is a 
credit positive as it enables 
the consolidated entities to 
meaningfully improve 
scale of operations and 
help their competitive po¬ 
sition,” said Srikanth Va- 
dlamani, vice-president. 
Financial Institutions 
Group, Moody’s Investors 
Service. 

“At the same time, there 
will not be any immediate 
improvement in their cre¬ 
dit metrics as all of them 
have relatively weak sol¬ 
vency profiles,” he added. 

Another rating agency, 
India Ratings, said the ab¬ 
sorbing banks were not ne¬ 
cessarily in good health. 

Stating that bank conso¬ 
lidation was a good move 
in a step towards improv¬ 
ing efficiency of the PSBs, 
Prakash Agarwal, head - 
Financial Institution, India 
Ratings and Research 
(Fitch Group), said, “It is 
possible that the current 
mergers may face more 
friction than the last one - 
of BoB, Dena and Vijaya. In 
that case, a large, well-cap- 
italised strong bank ab¬ 
sorbed two much smaller 
entities. In the present 
case, the mergers are most¬ 
ly among larger banks, 
with the absorbing bank 
not necessarily in strong 
health.” 

“However, given that the 
merged banks are on a si¬ 
milar technology platform, 
the integration should be 
smoother,” Mr. Agarwal 
added. 

The government has an¬ 
nounced that 10 banks will 
get £55,250 crore capital 
out of the £70,000 crore 
that has been allocated for 
the current year.

We meet on a Monday morning when she 
has some time off work. Tabu is in Hyde¬ 
rabad shooting for director Trivikram Sri- 
nivas’ Ala Vaikuntapuramlo (In Vaikun- 
tapuram) starring Allu Arjun and Pooja 
Hegde.

She speaksabout Hyderabad, her ho¬ 
metown, and taking up a Telugu film after 
11 years. The actor has kept up with the 
changes in the industry in recent years - 
the ambitious pan-India films like Saaho 
and Sye Raa Narasimha Reddy in the 
post -Baahubali era, and the smaller, in¬ 
die-spirited films like Care of Kanchara- 
palem and Mallesham. 

“Telugu cinema was in a state of flux a 
few years ago. Now, I feel the transition is 
more or less complete, the way it hap¬ 
pened in Hindi films, with scope for diffe¬ 
rent genres and stories,” she says. 

Beyond leading lady 

The word in film circles is that she and Ma- 
layalam actor Jayaram have been cast as 
Allu Arjun’s parents. Tabu smiles evasive¬ 
ly, but shares that the two of them were 
supposed to work together in a Malayalam 
film earlier this year. However, their dates 
didn’t match. 

Meanwhile, working in a Telugu film 
gives her a sense of homecoming. “When 
I was shooting for Golmaal Again in Ra- 
moji Film City, I’d think it would be lovely 
to do a Telugu film again. When this pro¬ 
ject came, I was ready for it and had the 
time. Trivikram’s strength as a writer and 
director is known.” 

She loves that film units in Hyderabad 
work from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., as opposed to 
the 9 to 9 shifts in Mumbai. “A lot of work 
gets done through the day, and I have time 
for friends and family in the evening. It is 


recuperative, which I haven’t expe¬ 
rienced in Bombay in many years.” 

She says that she is game to reconnect 
with Tamil and Malayalam films, too. 
“There’s a lot of space for characters to¬ 
day. The stories are no longer only about 
the leading man or leading lady.” 

Small screen success 

Does this phase help before a newer as¬ 
signment? “Yes,” she says. “Being a part of 
such diverse projects helps me under¬ 
stand and appreciate the space for each.” 

Though she cannot talk about A Suita¬ 
ble Boy, Tabu does share her thoughts on 
OTT platforms. She has watched and 
loved The Crown, Narcos and Downton 


Abbey. She doesn’t binge; if 
she likes something, she 
watches it over a few months. 

“It is a world of its own,” she 
says, talking about new possibili¬ 
ties for the craft, thanks to 
streaming platforms. 

“The lack of censorship and 
the freedom to develop stories 
and characters over 10 episodes 
or so, is pushing writers, direc¬ 
tors and actors to do what it 
takes to keep the audience en¬ 
gaged,” she says. 

While a few offers for web se¬ 
ries did come her way before A 
Suitable Boy, the prospect of 


working with Nair for BBC One made her 
agree to television instead. 

Holding on to power 

Today, Tabu is still one of the most excit¬ 
ing actors around. I remind her that it has 
been 25 years since she starred as the 
leading lady in Coolie No. 1 (Telugu, co- 
starring Venkatesh) and 34 years since she 
played a teen in Dev Anand’s Hum Nauja- 
wan (1985). “Don’t even write these 
things,” she chides me. More than the 
mere longevity of her career, it is the rele¬ 
vance and intrigue she brings with each 
new project that sets her apart. And her 
ability to navigate even the most vapid 
scripts to find magic within. 

Even as stars began to be propped up 
by PR machinery, she’d have none of it. “I 
don’t like complications around my work. 
People should be able to get in touch with 
me for projects, and I revert. I have my 
own filters,” says the two-time National 
Award winner (for Maachis and Chandni 
Bar). No manager will shortlist projects 
for her. “I will never give anybody that 
kind of power,” she laughs. “When I’ve 
done it for so long, I can make my own de¬ 
cisions. I want to make my mistakes and 
not other people’s. If something works, I 
take credit; if it doesn’t. I’ll blame myself.” 

All challenges welcome 

Reflecting on her choices, like Maqbool 
and Haider among other films, she says, 
“I’ve never been stereotyped. People 
know that I will consider different charac¬ 
ters.” After all, she has comfortably forged 
a multilingual career, be it in Hindi, Telu¬ 
gu, Tamil, Bengali or Malayalam. Now, 
with Sriram Raghavan’s Andhadhun be¬ 
ing lauded at film festivals abroad and col¬ 
lecting ?330 crore in China, she says it has 
further opened new doors. 

Blog posts are still being written, with 
theories dissecting the climax. “We dis¬ 
cussed many endings while making the 
film, but Sriram was sure he wanted to 
keep it open-ended and allow the au¬ 
dience to become detectives,” she 
shares. “It is a genre-agnostic film that 
kept growing bigger and bigger with¬ 
out a marketing push. It is a rare 
phenomenon that a non-formula 
film is still being discussed a year 
after its release.” 

Tabu is also contemplating an 
autobiography. She shared with 
scroll.in that while she’d love to, 
she’s not sure what to write about. 
“Should the book be about my- 
{ self, or maybe observations...”. 

Apart from the bigger pro- 
r jects, she is doing a comic cameo 
for director Nitin Kakkar’s Jawaa- 
ni Jaaneman starring Saif Ali 
Khan. “The producer (Jay She- 
wakramani) is a good friend. I was 
asked to do a fun cameo and shot for a 
week. Not every film needs to consume 
me in a big way. Sometimes it is nice to 
do roles like these, too,” she concludes.

“The Namesake was Life-changing; I could never go back 
to being the same person, personally or professionally. 
The whole experience of working with Mira made me 
step up as a person and my world become richer. It 
opened up New York for me; I made some great friends 
there. I met filmmakers, photographers, actors... and 
worked with some brilliant minds.

Missed opportunity 

Riding on a staid and predictable plot, this ambitious film ends up as a disappointment 



demeanour doesn't Live up to the heroic build-up in his

About an hour into Saaho, 
when a group of police of¬ 
ficers are strategising to 
hunt down a smart thief, 
Prabhas (as police officer 
Ashok Chakravarthy) tells 
his peers that the thief is 
most likely to know all their 
moves - he is smarter than 
the police who learns of 
things later. He makes a 
point of how the police has 
to think like a criminal to be 
a step ahead and nab a sus¬ 
pect. Fair enough. But, 
while narrating such a story 
on large screen, aiming to 
entertain the pan-Indian 
audience (Saaho was simul¬ 
taneously filmed in Telugu 
and Hindi, and dubbed in 
Tamil, Kannada and Ma- 
layalam) that has watched 
quite a few edge-of-the-seat 
thrillers over the years, the 
writing needs to be a notch 
above, to maintain the sus¬ 
pension of disbelief and not 
let the audience second 
guess what’s coming. 

In Saaho, connecting the 
dots seems like child’s play. 
The interval twist and the 
one at the climax don’t hold 
any surprises. 

In the fictitious Waaji Ci¬ 
ty that’s dominated by 
gangsters, Roy’s (Jackie 
Shroff) group of companies 
are on shaky turf after his 
sudden death. An heir ap¬ 
parent shows up from 
nowhere but the power 
struggle continues. A black 
box hidden somewhere in 
Mumbai apparently holds 
the key to a locker, which 
will provide crucial answ¬ 
ers to the power struggle. 

Meanwhile the Mumbai 
police is on edge after a 
bunch of harmless citizens 
have carried out a strange 
set of instructions, in a 
chain reaction, unwittingly 
paving the way for a theft. A 
special team is formed, 
which includes Amrita Nair 
(Shraddha Kapoor), David 
(Murali Sharma), Vennela

Kishore and Prakash Bela- 
wadi, among others. 

Saaho is populated with 
well-known actors. Among 
them. Chunky Pandey as 
Devraj, Arun Vijay as Vish- 
wak, Mandira Bedi as Kalki, 
and Neil Nitin Mukesh in a 
pivotal role, make their pre¬ 
sence felt. 

Jackie Shroff, Mahesh 
Manjrekar, Tinnu Anand 
and a host of others are 
mere bystanders without 
much to do. In his characte¬ 
ristic style, Vennela Kishore 


tries to induce a few laughs 
but there are no smart lines 
or situations to help him do 
that. 

In one scene, when 
Shraddha asks Prabhas if 
she’s useful in any way to 
the special team, since he 
has all the answers himself, 
it’s unintentionally funny. 
She’s cast in a role that’s far 
from a smart cop. If she 
looks lost, blame it on the 
lacklustre material she’s 
been provided with. 

Prabhas is in a shape- 


shifting role that, had it 
been written and enacted 
well, would have held in¬ 
trigue. Barring that 18-mi¬ 
nute chase sequence with a 
Jetman action piece and 
some shots that present 
him as a suave superhero¬ 
like figure, he too looks lost. 
There’s a thin line between 
projecting a casual, cool 
persona and coming across 
as disinterested. Prabhas’s 
demeanour and laidback 
dialogue delivery, which 
sounds like a drawl, don’t

live up to the heroic build¬ 
up in his lines. It’s impor¬ 
tant to show, rather than 
just tell, how smart a cha¬ 
racter is. That doesn’t hap¬ 
pen at all in Saaho. 

The much-talked-about 
action sequences are fun to 
watch but not truly awe-in¬ 
ducing. Smart wheels for a 
smart thief? We’ve seen 
that in the Dhoom series. 
The protagonist standing at 
the edge of a skyscraper 
and gazing into the city at 
night, his brow heavy with 
thoughts? We’ve seen that 
in superhero films. 

Saaho feels bloated and 
is boring in portions. Cine¬ 
matographer Madhie, and 
Ghibran with his back¬ 
ground score, try their best 
to dress up the film’s unin¬ 
spiring story. 

The witty one-liners 
aside - like the comment 
about fans and die-hard 
fans, hitting a sixer in the 
stadium and not gully crick¬ 
et - there isn’t much to the 
movie, other than what’s in 
the trailer. 

Saaho was an opportuni¬ 
ty to follow up on Baahuba- 
li, which had both scale and 
imagination, to blur the 
boundaries between re¬ 
gional and national cinema 
once again. Sadly, it ends 
up as a missed opportunity. 

The last scene hints at a 
sequel. If it happens, it will 
need a better story and 
screenplay. 



No help in sight An underwater adventure that, along with the movie itself, turns sour

Sinks before swimming 

The shark attack sequel to the 2017 survival horror film bites 
off way more than it can possibly chew

Shark attacks have been the 
subject of many a Hollywood 
film, from Jaws and its many 
sequels to Deep Blue Sea and 
Sharknado. The bloody sub¬ 
ject continues to be an inex¬ 
plicable lure for scores of gore 
fiends all over the world. It’s 
why the 2017 film 47 Meters 
Down has a new sequel - 47 
Meters Down: Uncaged. 

Drawing from the premise 
of its predecessor. Uncaged 
too features a pair of sisters, 
but these are step siblings un¬ 
ited by the interracial mar¬ 
riage of their parents. Though 
inconsequential to the even¬ 
tual meat of the film, there’s a 
lacklustre beginning to Un¬ 
caged. Mia (Sophie Nelisse) is 
demure and shy and Sasha 
(Corinne Foxx) is outgoing 
and popular. Though uncom¬ 
fortable with their new fami¬ 
lial connection, a convenient 
series of events results in the 
sisters and two other friends 
scuba diving in a secret lagoon 
near a submerged Mayan city. 
Very quickly - due to the grat¬ 
ing curiosity of Sasha’s friend 
Nicole (Sistine Stallone) - this 
underwater adventure turns 


sour. As hazy silt blinds their 
vision, a great white shark cir¬ 
cles the girls. When collapsing 
debris covers the sole en¬ 
trance and exit to the cave, 
the girls have to escape their 
finned predator while battling 
decreasing oxygen levels. 

Uncaged should have been 
a nail-biting suspenseful sur¬ 
vival film with loads of deli¬ 
cious jump scares. It’s a 
shame that director Johannes 
Roberts allows the chaotic 
panic - replete with shrill 
screams - of his protagonists 
to eclipse the tension, fear, 
and claustrophobia of a deep 
underwater location. Even the 
film’s antagonist, a great white 
shark that’s evolved without 
vision to survive the dark of 
the submerged caves, is disap¬ 
pointing. In spite of its blind¬ 
ness, the fish continues to 
doggedly hunt its prey that 
aren’t hurt or bleeding, ignor¬ 
ing its previous fresh victims, 
bloody and torn in half. At 
other times, it swims a hair’s 
breath away from the protago¬ 
nists. It’s painfully evident 
that the creature’s depicted 
behaviour is unnatural, forced 
to fit this horror film’s 
premise. 


47 Meters Down: 
Uncaged

Somewhere into the second 
half of Uncaged, Roberts be¬ 
comes desperate for action. 
Oxygen levels plummet faster 
than expected, the sharks 
multiply, and any potential 
help is ripped to shreds. Most 
twists are visible from miles 
away. Those that occur out of 
the ordinary appear to be 
clearly arm-twisted into the 
screenplay. 

With a weak screenplay 
and little to no character arcs 
for the film’s protagonists, 
there’s a lot swimming on the 
backs of the actors. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it doesn’t bode well for 
a shark attack film when 
you’re rooting for the fanged 
villains instead of the loud, 
shrieking protagonists.

Under the weather

B oth Arsenal and Tot¬ 
tenham Hotspur enter 
the season’s first North 
London Derby, at the Emir¬ 
ates Stadium on Sunday, in 
need of the injection of con¬ 
fidence that a victory over an 
old rival would surely bring. 

Both the Gunners and 
Spurs tasted defeat last week¬ 
end. Arsenal wasn’t able to 
match Liverpool’s intensity 
at Anfield and suffered a 3-1 
reverse before Tottenham 
slipped to a shock 1-0 home 
loss to Newcastle. 

Neither manager can af¬ 
ford a derby defeat ahead 
of the international break, 
which makes Sunday’s game 
all the more significant. 

Third vs. seventh 

Arsenal appears the better 
placed of the teams, and not 
just on the table - it’s third 
behind the Premier League’s 
undisputed top two, Liver¬ 
pool and Manchester City, 
while Tottenham is sev¬ 
enth. Before the trip to Mer¬ 
seyside, Unai Emery’s side 
secured wins in its first two 
league games and looked 
settled, its transfer business 
done. 

Tottenham, on the other 


hand, seems to be struggling 
with uncertainty. Manag¬ 
er Mauricio Pochettino has 
admitted that he is worried 
about the potential loss of 
players before the European 
transfer window closes on 
September 2, and there has 
been a strange mood around 
a club which was the Cham¬ 
pions League runner-up last 
season. 

In particular, Pochettino 
has hinted that the doubts 
over Christian Eriksen’s fu¬ 
ture have affected the squad. 
The midfielder has been 
linked by the Spanish media 
with a move to Real Madrid. 
With his contract expiring 
at the end of the season, 
Tottenham risks losing him 
for free next summer if it 
doesn’t sell him or sign him 
to a new deal. 

“It’s not the best situation 
for him [Eriksen] and for 
everyone,” Pochettino said. 
“It is not what I think the 
club or the player expected 
[it] to be. You try to minimise 
the problem, try to treat the 
situation. This is an impor¬ 
tant player who needs to 
help the team with his per¬ 
formances.” 

But Tottenham’s Brazilian 


Maurizio Sarri's move to 
Turin from London hasn't 
quite gone to plan. 

Tasked with changing 
Juventus' identity - from 
a pragmatic side that gets 
the job done to one that 
plays Sarri-baLL, slicing 
through oppositions with 
slick combination football 
- the Bianconeri tactician 
endured a Less-than-ideal 
preseason 

Neither the results nor 
the quality of play excited 
comment. Indeed, the only 
things that were widely 
reported were Sarri's little 
episode with Cristiano 


forward Lucas Moura said 
the difficult start to the sea¬ 
son could be turned around 
with a commanding perfor¬ 
mance at Arsenal. “Is this the 
perfect game for us to have 
after the Newcastle defeat? 
Yes. We need to look forward 
now. We need to get back to 
work and win against Arse¬ 
nal,” Moura said. 

Arsenal will be wary 
of Spurs’ attacking men¬ 


ace, especially given its 
defensive frailty in games 
against top-quality strikers. 
Centre-back David Luiz, a 
close-season signing from 
Chelsea, suffered a tough 
time at the hands of Mo- 
hamed Salah at Anfield and 
will need to up his game 
against Harry Kane, Son He- 
ung-min and Moura. 

“I think we showed char¬ 
acter when we were losing 


3-0 and not going down,” 
Emery said after the defeat. 
“We needed to show some¬ 
thing different, not frustra¬ 
tion. The result means we’re 
not happy, but we can be 
optimistic for another situa¬ 
tion. I think we made some 
steps ahead for our next 
matches.” 

The Gunners carry a con¬ 
siderable offensive threat of 
their own, evident against 


where Sarri built his legend. 
A cult hero during his time 
in Naples, Sarri will want to 
put his stamp on the game 
regardless of whether 
he can recover in time to 
return to the bench. 

Juventus was perceived 
to have taken a gamble in 
its appointment of Sarri - a 
chain-smoking iconoclast 
who doesn't match the 
clean-cut professional im¬ 
age the club has cultivated. 
And while it will be too 
soon to pronounce a judg¬ 
ment based on Saturday's 
game, Sarri can do with a 
positive result. 


Liverpool. And Emery may 
be tempted to start with a 
three-pronged attack for the 
first time, with new arrival 
Nicolas Pepe impressing on 
the right-wing and offer¬ 
ing a potentially potent tri¬ 
dent with Alexandre Laca- 
zette and Pierre-Emerick 
Aubameyang. 

Arsenal has no fresh in¬ 
jury concerns. Mesut Ozil is 
available after an illness. As 


for Spurs, Kyle Walker-Pe- 
ters is a doubt, as is Tanguy 
Ndombele, both dealing 
with thigh niggles. Dele Alii 
has a chance of returning af¬ 
ter a hamstring injury. 

Emery and Pochettino 
have shown themselves to 
be fascinating in-game tacti¬ 
cians and their battle of wits 
will be just as engaging as the 
action on the pitch. 

Tactically versatile 

So far this season, both man¬ 
agers have trialled the 4-2-3-1 
and the 4-3-1-2 formations, 
and used substitutes to alter 
the shape and thrust of the 
side. Spurs have had more 
success getting a shot off - 
they’re fourth in the league 
with 17 shots per game 
whereas Arsenal has only at¬ 
tempted 10.7 shots per game. 
But in terms of the quality of 
these shots, Arsenal has been 
better, creating 1.67 chances 
per game to Spurs’ 1.33. 

The recent history be¬ 
tween the sides suggests it 
will be a tight affair, but Ar¬ 
senal starts with the home 
advantage: Spurs haven’t 
beaten the Gunners away 
in the Premier League since

Jaffa 


• What is it? It's a term in cricket used to 
describe an unplayable delivery. It doesn't 
have to claim a wicket to be anointed thus. 
For example, a ball that hits the top of off- 
stump and one that swings late to square 
a batsman up, leaving him poking at thin 
air, are both 'jaffas'. 


• Where did the term originate? This is 
unclear. Jaffa is an ancient port in Israel, 
where Ottoman farmers grew a special 
variety of orange, with a thick skin and 
fewer seeds. One theory is that British 
soldiers posted there under the Mandate 
for Palestine came up with the term. 



• What's the connection? Perhaps the 
Jaffa' is a ball so good that the batsman 
would have been beaten even if the bowler 
had sent down an orange. There are stories 
of English bowlers claiming they could get 
great batsmen out with oranges, so the 
connection isn't too far-fetched. 


• Not to be confused with Jaffa Cakes, 
the biscuit-sized cakes first sold in the 
United Kingdom by McVitie's. Named 
after Jaffa oranges, they taste of orange 
and chocolate. The Jaffa' is as deliciously 
befuddling as a flavourful cake, so it's not 
uncommon to mix them up.

Simple and calm off the track, he is simply in a class of his own on it. 
That's rally star Gaurav Gill for you. The three-time Asia Pacific Rally 
champion received the Arjuna Award this week, becoming the first In¬ 
dian motorsport athlete to earn the honour. After 19 years in the sport. 
Gill, 37, says he is not ready to hang up his helmet just yet, in this chat 
with The Hindu. Excerpts 


Can you take us through 
your early years? How did it 
all start? 

■ I was not racing or rallying 
but playing tennis because my 
mother liked the sport. I played 
pretty well and almost made it to 
the AITA [All India Tennis Associ¬ 
ation] level but quite soon I shift¬ 
ed to racing and later to rallying. 

My uncle [Dicky] was rallying 
with the top teams and was an 
MRF driver for several years. So, 
I saw rally cars, super bikes at 
home and it all started from there. 

I took part in an autocross 
event in Delhi where I borrowed 
my uncle’s friend’s car. 

I was only 16 then but went on 
to win the race against the likes of 
Nikhil Taneja [the national cham¬ 
pion then] and a few others. In¬ 
cidentally, I had a small penalty 
but it was a massive achievement 
for me. That race, which was 
co-sponsored by JK Tyre and 
Maruti, changed my life, as Hardy 
[Sanjay Sharma, the head of mo- 
torsports, JK Tyre] said that day 
that this boy is going to be my ral¬ 
lying prodigy. 

After a brief stint in bikes, 
when did you switch to 
cars? 

■ As soon as I turned 18, Hardy 
told me it’s time to get into the 
car and I was soon rallying in 
cars. In March 2000,1 took part 


in the South India Rally at Chen¬ 
nai and won the Group N out¬ 
right and came third overall. It 
was my biggest achievement and 
I was the youngest-ever winner 
of that category. I rallied for two 
more years and did the Raid de 
Himalaya which turned out to be 
a big disaster. I crashed my car 
and it overturned a few times. 

Can you talk about 
your Asia Pacific Rally 
Championship experience 
with MRF? 

■ In 2007,1 did not win there. I 
did my testing and drove well but 
those cars and the speeds were 
a shocker to me. From a Baleno 
straight into an Evo9 was like 
going from a regular to a rock¬ 
et-propelled car. Those cars were 
seriously fast. I actually came 
second fastest in Super Special 
stages. I was high on confidence 
or rather over-confident on the 
first day; I crashed. It was the 
worst crash of my life. It changed 
me a lot to what I am today. 

That must have hurt you... 

■ It changed my outlook towards 
everything, such as respecting 
the sport, the people and the 
machine. My co-driver [Glenn] 
McNeal taught me a lot on this 
and on how to win rallies. It can 
reflect on your driving skills too. 
In fact, it has to work together 
and you cannot be two different 


personalities - in the car and out 
of it. I learnt the art of being one 
with the car. When you sit in the 
car, you concentrate to a level 
that you become part of it. You 
have to understand how each 
component works, how each 
millimetre of a tyre or suspen¬ 
sion works. If you cannot feel all 
of that, you cannot achieve high 
standards of driving. 

How far have you gone 
towards achieving that? 

■ You will have to activate all 
your senses in your body to 
achieve these things. Everybody 
has that but you will have to find 
a way. I have found that, but, to 
be frank, I am still learning and 
evolving as a person. But today, 
the way I drive is all because of 
that. I have activated those sens¬ 
es. If you do not become one 
with the car you can never win. 
I am saying this at the interna¬ 


tional level. That’s how I won the 
championships for MRF. 

Can you talk about 
your World Rally 
Championship-2 experience 
last year? 

■ Last year was a big jump to 
WRC and I think I proved my 
worth there. I won eleven stages 
in Australia and did a few top- 
five stage timings in Great Brit¬ 
ain, Finland, Italy. I think it was 
a huge achievement. 

How can a driver attain 
mastery in the sport? 

■ The thing that I have been 
working on all my life is to keep 
on evolving as the machines are 
evolving faster than us. If you 
can understand that, then you 
can come close to mastering the 
sport. I am also working on con¬ 
trolled aggression - which proba¬ 
bly might take me all my life but 
that’s how all top rallying and rac¬ 
ing drivers are in the world. You 
should know when to use it and 
should not burn your fingers us¬ 
ing it at the wrong time or place. 

Is age fast catching up with 
you? 

■ Age does not really matter. 
People say I have three to five 
years but it is for me to decide 
when I hang up my boots. 

What is your ultimate goal? 

■ There are two things. People 
think I want to prove myself. I 
have already done that. Now, 
I only want to go to the world 
championship and win the WRC 
rally, not to prove that I am ca¬ 
pable of it, but I’m saying this 
because I feel I belong there 
and I am of that calibre.

F ormula One returns 
this weekend after its 
August summer shut¬ 
down, with Lewis Hamilton 
and Mercedes in an excellent 
position to settle the race for 
the drivers’ and construc¬ 
tors’ championships in the 
second half of the season. 

Sebastian Vettel and Fer¬ 
rari haven’t put up the chal¬ 
lenge expected of them after 
their encouraging perfor¬ 
mance in pre-season testing 
in Barcelona. Indeed, Vettel 
has gone more than a year 
since he last tasted victory - 
if it’s any comfort, it came at 
the Spa-Francorchamps cir¬ 
cuit, which will host the Bel¬ 
gian Grand Prix this Sunday. 

Pale shadow 

While the 32-year-old has 
looked a pale shadow of the 
driver that won four titles in 
a row, Ferrari has also failed 
to produce a car that can 
match the mighty Mercedes. 

Ferrari has, however, 
looked better on the high¬ 
speed layouts this season. 
Spa and Monza, where Fer- 
rari’s home Italian GP will be 
held the week after, offer the 
team its two best opportuni¬ 


ties to win. “I think it’s more 
power-sensitive ... but there 
is nothing that is given,” said 
Ferrari boss Mattia Binotto, 
whose team has not won 
since last October’s U.S. GP. 

Spa has been a happy 
hunting ground for Vettel, 
who has won the race three 
times. A fourth win would 
see him draw level with Kimi 
Raikkonen, the most suc¬ 
cessful of the current crop. 
But the German will first 
have to overcome Hamilton, 
also a three-time champion 
in Belgium and the winner of 


eight of 12 races this season. 

“We’re approaching the 
start to the second half of 
2019 more like the start to a 
completely new season ...” 
said Mercedes team princi¬ 
pal Toto Wolff. “We’re look¬ 
ing forward to the fight.” 

Max Verstappen, who has 
won two of the last four rac¬ 
es, will be hoping to make it 
a three-way battle. But his 
Honda-powered Red Bull 
could struggle to match 
Ferrari and Mercedes at 
the horsepower-dependent

Wheelchair basketball has been 
around since the mid-1940s, when 
it was first seen being played in 
World War veterans' administration 
hospitals in California and 
Massachusetts.

Earlier the visitors la¬ 
boured their way to 72 for 
two after opener K.L. Rahul 
and No. 3 Cheteshwar Pujara 
were dismissed cheaply in 
the first session. Rahul and 
Pujara were out for 13 and 6 
respectively. 

Cautious start 

After West Indies captain Ja¬ 
son Holder opted to field, Ra¬ 
hul and Mayank negotiated 
the first half an hour without 
taking any risk on a tricky 
pitch. 

Opening bowlers Kemar 
Roach and Shannon Gabriel, 
however, could not get much 
movement from the pitch. 

Holder introduced him¬ 
self in the seventh over and 
immediately got the break¬ 
through by having the wicket 
of Rahul to break the 32-run 
opening stand. 

Peach of a delivery 

It was a peach of a delivery 
which jagged away from 
middle stump with Rahul 
edging it to debutant Rah- 
keem Cornwall at first slip 
for a comfortable catch. Ra¬ 
hul hit two fours in his 26- 
ball innings. 


Holder was getting the 
bounce and movement and 
Cornwall made the Indians 
toil for runs with his tight off- 
spin bowling. 

India was 36 for one in 13 
overs at the drinks break. 

Pujara, who came after 
Rahul’s departure in the se¬ 
venth over, struggled again 
as he took 15 deliveries to 
open his account and was fi¬ 
nally out for 6 which came 
from 25 balls. 

Easy catch 

The bounce extracted by 26- 
year-old off-spinner Corn¬ 
wall, who stands at 6ft and 5 
inch and weighs more than 
140kg, brought about Puja- 
ra’s downfall as he hit 
straight to the hands of Sha- 
marh Brooks.

Surprised by the bounce 

The left-arm spinner 
claimed both the Red wick¬ 
ets to fall on the day. Pan¬ 
chal, who made a patient 31, 
was surprised by a delivery 
that bounced higher than 
normal, and the ball lobbed 
off his glove to first slip. 

Anlcit Kalsi, who was im¬ 
pressive in the previous fix¬ 
ture, slashed at a Jadeja de¬ 
livery and was caught on the 
second attempt by Dhruv 
Shorey at slip. 

Karun, who walked out at 


one drop after Abhimanyu 
Easwaran had retired hurt 
with a gluteal strain, then 
took control. The Karnataka 
man was initially troubled 
by Ishan Porel, but he came 
into his own steadily. 

He took the spinners on, 
as is his wont, striking 14 
boundaries in all.

Abhishek Verma and Sau¬ 
rabh Chaudhary continued 
their impeccable perfor¬ 
mance winning gold and 
bronze respectively in men’s 
air pistol in the shooting 
World Cup here. 

The Asian Games bronze 
medallist, Abhishek fired a 
10.7 last shot to beat Ismail 
Keles of Turkey by 1.1 points. 
Saurabh Chaudhary fol¬ 
lowed with the bronze 
medal. 

It was an unbelievable 
spell by the two champion 
shooters, both of whom have 
already won the Olympic 
quota. 

It was the second gold for 
Abhishek after Beijing, while 
Asian Games champion Sau¬ 
rabh had won the gold in the 
Delhi and Munich World 
Cups. 

The two had played a ster¬ 
ling role in India dominating 


the medals table in the first 
three World Cups. India was 
on course for another domi¬ 
nant show, with two golds, a 
silver and a bronze, apart 
from the Olympic quota for 
Sanjeev Rajput.

Strongly condemning Ben¬ 
gal Chess Association (BCA) 
secretary Atanu Lahiri’s “at¬ 
titude,” the All India Chess 
Federation (AICF) on Friday 
said it would set up a com¬ 
mittee to initiate a thorough 
enquiry into the charges le¬ 
velled against him by Grand¬ 
master Dibyendu Barua. 

AICF was upset with the 
treatment meted out to top 
GMs, such as Surya Sekhar 
Ganguly and Deep Sengup- 
ta. “The AICF strongly ob¬ 
jects to the BCA passing a re¬ 
solution to not invite 
Ganguly and Sengupta to 
any chess functions/activity. 
This is a unilateral decision 
taken by the office-bearers 
of the BCA and the AICF had 
no clue about it till it was 
brought to our notice a few 
days back. 

Backing the players 

“The AICF stands for its 
players and Ganguly and 
Sengupta are kind of chess 
ambassadors who have 
brought so many laurels to 
our nation. To try and side¬ 
line them is never our agen¬ 


da,” the AICF said in a 
statement. 

The AICF said it stood by 
all the players, who are a 
part of its family and 
“anyone trying to damage 
their interests or goodwill 
will not be a part of the AICF 
in any capacity.” 

Referring to nine-year-old 
Bengal girl being stopped 
from participating in tour¬ 
naments, the AICF said it 
did not approve of the BCA 
secretary’s conduct. 

On Lahiri allegedly stop¬ 
ping a tournament organ¬ 
ised by Barua, the second 
GM from the country, the 
AICF said, “We received a 
mail from Lahiri that a cer¬ 
tain tournament in Kolkata 
was not approved by the lo¬ 
cal association and hence 
cannot be organised. 

“Lahiri or anyone in any 
capacity in the AICF or any 
other state or district asso¬ 
ciation is not empowered to 
stop any chess tournament 
organised by anyone. Stop¬ 
ping chess activity is per¬ 
ceived as a serious offence 
by us. There is no place 
whatsoever for anyone who 
indulges in activities that are 
not chess-friendly.”

RayanSajjid 
bags a double

At his core, Sanjeev Rajput is 
a fighter. The 38-year-old 
former Navy shooter was at 
his fighting best in the 50- 
metre rifle 3-position event 
on Thursday, first in the 
qualifying stage and later in 
the final. 

He delivered the Olympic 
quota in style with a silver 
medal, but conceded that he 
needed to “handle the situa¬ 
tions better and improve 
further.” 

Sanjeev - who had won 
the Commonwealth Games 
gold and the Asian Games sil¬ 
ver last year - wants to wipe 
out the bad memories of 
missing the Rio Olympics, 
and said he was distracted 
by the crowd cheering after 
Petar Gorsa had fired his last 
shot. 

“As I was about to squeeze 
the trigger, I lost focus be¬ 
cause of the sound and 
cheering. I knew that time 
was running out as we have 
only 50 seconds for the shot. 


I also thought that since I 
was leading by one point, 
even a nine would get me the 
gold. So, I just adjusted and 
squeezed the trigger. I mis¬ 
sed the gold by 0.2 point. It 
was a lesson for me. I will not 
do such a thing in future,” 
said Sanjeev. 

The climax was nothing 
compared to what he went 
through during the qualifica¬ 
tion in the first stage, kneel¬ 
ing. After releasing a good 
shot, Sanjeev was shocked to 
find the computer recording 
his 39th shot as zero. 

“To me, it was a 10, and in 
the worst scenario could be 
9. So, I stood up and protest¬ 
ed. Coach Oleg Mikhailov 
took up the matter with the 
officials. After 22 minutes, I 
was allowed to shoot the 
sighters before the 40th shot 
in kneeling and one addi¬ 
tional shot as well. 

“Others were finishing 
their prone session by then. 
A lot of thoughts came into 
my mind, but it helped me 
focus strongly on my shoot-

ing,” recalled Sanjeev, who 
had to endure the suspense 
and mystery of the missing 
shot till the competition was 
done. 

Once everyone had fin¬ 
ished, the officials made a 
physical inspection of the 
target, and found that all the 
shots were in the centre. 
There was nothing in zero. 


and upheld the protest. 

“They should have given 
me a 10. As I had shot 10 with 
that additional shot, as my 
protest had been upheld. 
They gave me 9 for that shot. 
We are still protesting that 
and want the 10. It will give 
me a new national record of 
1181,” said Sanjeev. 

Quite remarkably, Sanjeev 
had planned to peak in Au¬ 
gust, the same month when 
the Olympics is held. He got 
a new barrel from Switzer¬ 
land in July, by utilising the 
TOPS funding. The advance 
preparation at the range in 
Rio during a long training 
camp, thanks to the good of¬ 
fices of coach Oleg Mikhailov 
who had trained the Brazi¬ 
lians for eight years, came in 
handy as Sanjeev got accli¬ 
matised to his new barrel as 
well as the conditions. 

“It was the best prepara¬ 
tion we had. We knew every 
part of the range and its cha¬ 
racteristics. The light, wind 
etc. play such a big part in 
this event,” said Sanjeev.

The vision of Gagan Narang 
and Pawan Singh, who in¬ 
itiated Gun for Glory in 2011, 
to make shooting easily ac¬ 
cessible for everyone, has 
been a roaring success, as 
hundreds have been driven 
to world-class performances 
and international medals. 

It was a proud moment 
for the two to receive the 
Rashtriya Khel Protsahan 
Puraskar from the President 
Ram Nath Kovind at the 
Rashtrapati Bhawan on 
Thursday. 

Commenting that the 
award was a huge apprecia¬ 
tion that would further fuel 
the dream of guiding future 
champions to Olympic glory, 
the former World and Olym¬ 
pic medallist Gagan said that 
it was both “an honour and a 
responsibility”. 

Validation 

He viewed the award as a va¬ 
lidation for the “years of 
hard work” and a responsi¬ 
bility to “contribute more to¬ 
wards shaping the future”. 

“We took a small step in 
2011 with an aim and vision 
to make shooting an accessi¬ 
ble main stream sport, and 
help create more medallists. 
Today it seems we are head¬ 
ed in the right direction,” he 
said. 

Gun for Glory has 16 
centres across the country. 
The trainees have won over 
165 international medals and 
many are regular members 
of the national team. 

Apart from regular shoot¬ 
ing, the trainees are also pro¬ 


vided scholarships, the 
chance to train with high 
performance coaches, 
equipment support, pellet 
and ammunition testing, 
apart from professional 
guidance. 

Had to sell land 

Gagan recalled that his pa¬ 
rents had to sell a piece of 
land to buy him a rifle cost¬ 
ing around H.5 lakh. In an at¬ 
tempt to give something 
back to the sport, Gagan said 
that he invested all his cash 
award from the 2010 Com¬ 
monwealth Games when he 
won four gold medals, in 
starting a project with Pa¬ 
wan Singh. 

“I wanted to make sure 
that no parent had to sell his 
land or house to turn their 
kids into Olympic cham¬ 
pions. Gun for Glory is the 
stepping stone towards that 
goal,” said Gagan. 


Summing up the vision, 
Gagan pointed out that the 
whole idea was to make the 
sport affordable and easily 
accessible to everyone. 
“Youngsters need not give 
up on their dreams for lack 
of finances or proper infras¬ 
tructure. It was also impor¬ 
tant to pass on knowledge 
and experience to the next 
generation,” said the co¬ 
founder, Pawan Singh. 

Definite target 

The dream is to guide shoo¬ 
ters to Olympic medals. “We 
have a definite target going 
towards Olympics in 2024 
and 2028,” said Gagan. 

He hoped that more and 
more corporate houses 
would step forward to sup¬ 
port the cause. “We hope 
this award inspires others to 
come forward and support 
us in our endeavour,” Gagan 
said.

Patna Pirates’ Pardeep Nar¬ 
wal, nicknamed Dubki King, 
is one of the most successful 
raiders of the Pro Kabaddi 
League. He holds the record 
of an eight point raid against 
Haryana Steelers in Season 5 
which left everyone flabber¬ 
gasted. “God knows how I 
scored eight points in a sin¬ 
gle raid. I was surprised too 
and we are not taught these 
things in practice. We are 
told to just go and attack,” 
said Narwal. 

Nawral started playing ka¬ 
baddi when he was 12-years- 
old in his village Rindhana in 
Haryana because there was 
no other game played there. 
He developed interest in the 
game after watching his un¬ 
cle play. 

Slowly and steadily he al¬ 
so took a liking for the game 
but never thought that he 
would become a profession¬ 
al player someday. His pas¬ 
sion for kabaddi made him 
train harder. 

“Senior players used to 
train me because we didn’t 
have any special coaches. I 
used to work on my fitness in 
the morning and train in the 
ground in the evening every¬ 
day. My school did not have 
the required facility so I used 
to go to other villages to 
train,” said Narwal. 

Sweet tooth 

Talking about his experience 
on playing Season 7 for Pat¬ 
na, he said, “I have im¬ 
proved tremendously as a 
player under the coaches, as 
they have planned a full 


schedule that we need to fol¬ 
low. Earlier I had a sweet 
tooth, but now I can’t eat 
that because I realise that 
sweets slow down the body. 

“I never went to gym in 
life but after coming here I 
came to know the impor¬ 
tance of fitness, muscle 
strengthening, endurance 
and various other technical 
aspects of the game. I feel 
more energetic now after fol¬ 
lowing the disciplined 
schedule.” 

Narwal also plays for the 
Indian team and he sees a 


great future for kabaddi in 
the coming years as this 
league has made it popular. 
“In PKL I can play freely and 
if we lose one match then 
there are other matches to 
prove whereas in other tour¬ 
naments you don’t get that 
many chances. If I don’t get 
injured then I will surely 
reach great heights,” said the 
Dubki King. 

Narwal will be in action 
on Friday when Patna Pi¬ 
rates battle against the home 
team Dabang Delhi at the 
Thyagaraj Sports Complex.
